The  Chinese  residents, of  Victoria  held 
a  celebration  yesterday  in  commemora- 
tion of  the  anniversary  of  the  outbreak 
of  the  revolution  which  resulted  in  the 
overthrow^  of  the  Manchu  government. 
It  was  a  year  ago  yesterday  that,  fol- 
lowing the  discovery  of  a  manufactory 
of  bombs  by  the  Russian  officials  at  • 
Hankow,  an  outbreak  occurred,  followed 
by  a  mutiny  of  the  Wuchang  garrison 
under  General  Lt  Yuan  Hung,  whlcte  " 
spread  quickly,  resulting  in  the  foririS- 
tion  of  a  rebel  army  which  after  sev- 
eral sanguinary  battles  In  the  vicinity 
of  Wuchang  and  Hankow,  followed  by 
the  capture  of  Nanking,  brought  the 
Manfeliu  government  to  terms,  and  a 
republic  was  declared  with  Dr.  Sun  Yat 
Sen  as  the  first  president.  He  soon 
aftvrwards  gave  place  to  Yuan  &lu 
Kal. 

Republican  flags  were  nown  from 
many  flagpoles  and  in  front  of  many 
housos  In  the  Chinese,  quarter  and  many 
banquets  were  held  to  commemorate  tn>- 
first  anniversary  of  the  beginning  of  the 
revolution.

The  New  Vork  Herald,  of  the  19th, 
states  that,  state  department  officials 
admitted  that  shortly  after  Presi- 
dent Taft  abrogated  the  Russian-Ameri- 
can treaty  of  1832,  Curtis'  Guild,  Jr., 
American  ambassador  to  Russia,  was 
Instructed  to  sound  the  Russian  ,  gov- 
ernment regarding  a  new  treaty  wihch 
would  <H  initiate  the  cause  of  the  dis- 
satisfaction  In  the  old  one. 

It  has  been  recognized  that  if  a  new 
treaty  were  to  be  signed  the  United 
States  must  make  the  first  move,  The 
treaty  of  1832  has  little  more  than  three 
months  to  run,  and  it  Is  said  despite 
persistent  donlal.s  that  the  state  de- 
partment is  anxious  that  a  new  treaty 
be  ready  for  signature  before  the  old 
one   expires.

Government  House  of  Victoria. 
The  situation  Of  the  building  is 
ideal,  and  it  is  within  the  mark 
to  say  that  in  a  city  where  there 
are  so  many  charming  sites,  there 
is  none  finer  than  the  wooded 
promontory  on  which  it  stands. 
On  three  sides  there  is  an  unin- 
terrupted view  over  a  wide  and 
diversified  vista.  Southward  lie 
the  Straits  of  Juan  de  Fuca,  backed  by  the 
-nowclad  hills.  Eastward  is  the  island-dotted 
Gulf  of  Georgia,  with  Mount  Baker  towering 
in  the  far  distance.  Westward  are  Victoria  and 
I ■". s < | u i n i a  1 1  harbors,  the  Sooke  hills  and  the  sil- 
ver thread  of  the  Straits  leading  out  to  sea. 

Government  House  is  a  comparatively  new 
residence,  having  been  built  twelve  years  ago 
to  replace  the  old  residence  which  had  been 
in  use  from  the  lime  Vancouver  Island  be- 
came a  separate  colony.  It  is  a  beautiful 
home  in  its  interior  arrangement  and  fittings 

as  in  its  site  and  surroundings.  The  rooms 
'  are  large,  bright  and  comfortable,  and  are  fur- 
nished in  the  best  manner.  The  grounds  in 
which  the  house  stands  arc  spacious,  and  con- 
tain some  of  the  fine  old  oaks  for  which  Vic- 
toria is  famous.  To  the  south  they  slope  away 
into  broken   woodland. 

The  old  Government  House  was  built  in 
the  early  sixties  by  the  late  George  Hunter 
Cary,  Attorney-^General  of  Vancouver  Island 
*  and  British  Columbia.  In  1864  it  was  acquired 
by  the  British  government  as  a  residence  for 
Governor  Kennedy,  the  first  Governor  of  Van- 
couver Island. 

The  house  was  known  locally  as  Cary  Cas- 
tle— a  name  -fvhich  has  persisted  on  for  half 
a  century,  and  is  still  applied  colloquially  to 
the  present  building.  The  name  was  a  com- 
binatipn  of  the  owner's  and  a  fancied  resem- 
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blance  to  a  castle  in  the  fact  that  it  had  a  cas- 
tellated   round    tower    at   one    confer. 

One  summer  afternoon  in  1098  the  old 
building,  to  which  several  additions  and  alter- 
ations had  been' made,  was  destroyed  by  fire. 
It  burned  very  rapidly,  and  owing  to  a  lack  of 
l,ose  in  its  early  stage.it  was  impossible  to 
save   anything. 

From  the  ruins  rose  the  present  stately 
mansion,  which  is  a  little  further  forward  than 
the  old  house.

In 
the  middle  of  August  he  fell  back  upon .  Cavvn- 
pore. 

On  June  8,  about  a  month  after  the  revolt 
at  Delhi,  Sir  Henry  Barnard  took  the  field  at 
Alipur,  about  ten  miles  from  the  rebel  capital. 
He  defeated  an  advance  division  of  the  enemy, 
and  then  marched  to  the  Ridge  and  reoccupied 
the  old  cantonment  which  had  been  aban- 
doned on  May  11.  So  far,  it  was  clear  that 
the  rebels  were  unable  to  do  anything  in  the 
open  field,  although  they  might  fight  bravely 
under  cpver.  They  numbered  about  thirty 
thousand  strong;  they  had  a  very  powerful 
artillery,    and    ample    stores   of    ammunition, 


volunteer  cavalry.*  -.*W  the  i^rd,  Havelock 
routed  a  stilt  larger  rebel  force;  which  was 
strongly  posted/  at  a  -garden  in  the  suburb 
of  Lucknow,  known  at  the  "Alumbagh."  He 
then  halted  to  give  his  soldiers  a  day's  rest. 
On  the  25th,  he  was  cutting  his  way  through 
the  streets  and  lanes  of  the  city  of  Lucknow— 
running  the  gauntlet  of  a  deadly  and  unre- 
mitting fire  from  houses  on  both  sides  of  the 
streets,  and  also  from  guns  which  commanded 
them.  On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  he 
entered  the  British  entrenchments,  but  in  the 
moment  of  victory  a  chance  shot  carried  off 
the  gallant  Neill.

Lucknow  is  a  glorious  episode  in  the  national 
annals.  The  fortitude  of  the  beleaguered  gar- 
rison was  the  admiration  of  the  world.  The 
women  nursed  the  wounded  and  performed 
every  wdmanfy  duty  with  self-sacrificing 
heroism;  and  when  the  fight  was  over  they 
received  the  well-merited  thanks  of  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Victoria. 

Thus,  after  a  siege  of  nearly  four  months* 
Ilaveiock  succeeded  in  relieving  Lucknow. 
But  it  was  a  reinforcement  Tather  than  a 
relief,  and  was  confined  %  tjie  British  resi- 
dency.. The  siefe  w-as ndfc^ralaed,  and  the 
city  a!  Lucknow  remained  two  jnftonths  longer 
in  the  hands  of  the  rebels.  Sir  James  Outram 
assumed  the  command,  but "was  compelled  to 
keep  on  the  defensive.  Meanwhile  reinforce- 
ments were  arriving  frbim^  E^land.  •  In;3§fc- 
vember  Sir  Colin  Campbefi  reached  Cawhpore 
at  the  head  of  a  Considerable  army  .  He  left 
General  Wmgliam  with  two  thousand  rjtien 
to  take  charge  Of  the  entrenchment  at  Cawh- 
pore, and  then  advanced  against  Lucknow 
with  five  thousand  men  and  thirty  gun-.  He- 
carried  several  of  the  enemy's  positions,  cut 
his  way  to  the  residency,  and  at  last  brought 
away  the  beleaguered  garrison,  with  all  the 
women  and  children.  Bui- not  even  then 
could. Jie  disperse  the  rebels  aru^m^|foy  t 
city..  ,.  Accordingly,  lie  left  ^>utfsi^^S 
head  of  four  thousand  men  in  the  neighbor 
hood  of  Lucknow  and  then  returned  to  Cawh- 
pore. 

On  November  24.  the  day  after  leaving 
Lucknow, '  General  Havelock  was  carried  oft 
by  $yMiMilHi$,r3nd  buried  in  the  Alumbagh. 
His  death  spread  a  gloom  over  India,  but  by 
this  time  'his  name  had  become  a.  household 
word  wherever  the  English  language  was 
spoken.  The  death  of  Havelock,  following 
■the  story  of  the.  capture  of  Delhi,  and  told 
with  the  same  breath  that  proclaimed  the  de- 
liverance at  Lucknow,  was  received  in  fing* 
land  with  a  universal  sorrow  that  will  never 
be  forgotten  so  long  as  men  are  living  who 
can  recall  the  .memory  of  the  ''Mutiny  of 
Fifty-Seven.-         \*|ggj' 

The  subsequent  history  of  the  Sepoy  re- 
volt is  little  more  than  a  detail  of  the  military 
operations  of  British  troop-  far  the  disper- 
sion- of  the  rebels  and  restoration  or  order 
and  law.  Sir  Colin  Campbell — later  made 
Baron  Clyde  of  CTydeSdale — undertook  a  gen- 
eral campaign  against  the  rebels  in  Oudh  and 
Rohilkhand,  and  restored  order  and  law  in 
those  disaffected  provinces,  while  Sir  James 
Outram  drove  the  rebels  out  of  Lucknow.  and 
re-established  British  sovereignty  in  the  cap- 
ital   of    Oudh.

The  defence  of  Lucknow  against  fifty-two 
thousand  rebels  was,  next  to  the  siei^c  of 
Delhi,  the  greatest  event  in  the  mutiny.  The 
whole  province  of  Oudh  was  in  a  blaze  of  in- 
surrection. The  taludors  were  exasperated  at 
the  hard  measure  dealt  out  to  them  before 
the  appointment  of  Sir  Henry  Lawrence  as 
Chief  Commissioner.  Disbanded  sepoys,  re- 
luming to  their  homes  in  Oudh,  swelled  the 
tide  of  disaffection.  Bandits  that  had  been 
fciippressed  under  British  administration  re- 
turned to  their  old  work  of  r'obberj  and  bri- 
gandage. All  classes  took  advantage  oi  the 
anarchy  to  murder  the  money-lenders.  Mean- 
while, the  country  was  bristling  with  the  fort- 
resses  "f  ihe  talukdars;  and  the  cultivators, 
deprived  of  the  protection  of  the  English,  nat- 
urally flocked  for  refuge  to  the  strongholds 
of   their   old    masti 

'Ihe  English,  who  had  been  lords  of  Hin- 
dustan ever  since  the-  beginning  <u  the  cen- 
tury, had  been  closely  beseiged  in  the  resi- 
denCj  ai  l.urknow  i  \  cr  unc  the  final  out- 
break of  May  30.  For  nearly  two  month-  the 
garrison  bad  held  out  with  a  dauntlos  intrc- 
pidity,  while  confidently  waiting  for  re- 
enforcements  that  >eemed  never  to  eoine. 
"Xe\er  surrender"  had  been  from  the  first  the 
passionate  conviction  of  Sir  lleiuy  Lawrcmr; 
and  the  massacre  al  C'awnpole  on  June  _'/ 
impressed  every  9oldici  in  the  garrison  with 
a  like  resolution.    On  July  -•  the  Muehi  Bawen 

was  abandoned,  and  ihe  garrison  and  stores 
were  removed  to  the  residency.  On  July  4. 
Sir  Henry  Lawrence  was  killed  by  the  burst- 
ing of  a  shell  in  a  room  whore  he  lay  wounded, 
and  his  dying  counsel  to  those  around  him 
was,    "Never    surrender!" 

On  July  20  the  rebel  force  round  Lucknow 
heard  of  the  advance  of  General  Havelock  to 


i^roapur;  ^^jflpPlo^ce  on  the 
v^Rjldgc  now  exceeded,  eight  thousand  men. 
.  ^Hitherto  the  artillery  had  been;*too  weak  to 
attempt  to  breach  the  city  walls,  but  now 
fifty*fotif  heavy  gtuisr ^  Were'bfought  into  posi- 
tion and  the  siege  beg|l;*$£'  earnest.  From 
September  8  to  12,  four  batteries  poured  in  a 
/•  constant  storm  of  shot  and  shell ;  number  one. 
was  directed  against  the  Cashmere  bastion, 
number  two  against  the  right  flank  df  the 
Cashmere  bastion,  number  three  against  the 
watiltfTBiiastion,  and  number  four  against  the 
Cashmere  and  Qater  gates  and  bastions.  On 
September  13  the  breaches  were  declared  to 
be  practicable,  and  the  following  morning  was 
fixed  for  the  final  assault  upon  the  doomed 
city!.  ' 

At  three  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  Septem- 
ber 14  three  assaulting  columns  were  formed 
in  the  trenches,  while  a  fourth  was  kept  in 
^ttipre.  The  first  column  was  led  by  Brig- 
|l||r  Nicholson,  the  second  by  Brigadier 
Jones,  the  third  by  Colonel  .Campbell,  and  the 
fourth,  or  reserve,  by  Brigadier  Longfield. 

The  powder  bags  were  laid  at  the  CaSh- 
mere  gate  by  Lieutenants  Home  and  Salkeld. 
The  explosion  followed,  and  the  third  column 
rushed  in,  -and  pushed  toward  the  Jumma 
bastion. 

Musfid.  Meanwhile,  the  first  column  under 
Nicholson,  escaladed  the  breaches  near  the 
Cashmere  gate,  and  pushed  along  the  ram- 
parts toward  the  Kabul  gate,  carrying  the 
several  bastions  in  the  way-  Here  it  was  met 
by  the  second  column  under  Brigadier  Jones, 
who  had  escaladed  the  breach  at  the  water 

The  advancing  columns  were  met  by  a 
ceaseless  fire  from  terraced  houses,  mosques, 
and  other  buildings;  and  John  Nicholson,  the 

|^  of  the  day,  while  attempting  to  storm 
near  the  Kabul  gate,  was 
struck  down  by  a  shot  and  mortally  wounded. 
Then  followed  six  days  of  desperate  warfare. 
No  quarter  was  given  to  men  with  arms  in 
their  hands;  but  women  and  children  were 
spared,  and  only  a  few  of  the  peaceable  inhab- 
itants  were  sacrificed  during  the  storm. 

On  September  20,  the  gates  of  the  old  for- 
tified palace  of  the  Moguls  were  broken  open, 
but  the  royal  inmates  had  flefcl.  No  one  was 
left  but  a  few  wounded  sepoy>  and  fugitive 
fanatics.  The  old  King,  Bahadur  Shah,  had 
gone  off  to  the  great  mausoleum  within  the 
city,  known  as  the  tomb  of  Humayuii.  It 
was  a  vast  quadrangle  raised  on  terraces  and 
enclosed  with  walls.  It  contained  towei ■-. 
buildings,  ami  monumental  marbles  in  mem- 
ory of  different  members  of  the  ouee-distin- 
guished  family,  as  well  as  extensive  gardens, 
surrounded  with  cloistered  cells  for  the  ac- 
commodation  of   pilgrims. 

On  September  21.  Captain  tfodson  rode  to 
the  tomb,  arrested  the  King,  and  brought  him 
back  to  Delhi  with  other  members  of  the 
family,  and  lodged  them  in  the  palace.  The 
next  dav  he  went  again,  with  one  hundred 
horsemen,  and  arrested  two  sons  of  the  King 
in  ihe  midst  of  a  crowd  of  armed  retainers, 
and  brought  them  away  in  a  native  carriage. 
N'ear  the  city  the  carriage  was  surrounded 
b\  a  tumultuous  crowd;  and  Hodson,  who 
was  afraid  of  a  rescue,  shot  both  princes  with 
his  pistol,  and  placed  their  bodies  in  a  public 
place   for   all   men   to   sec. 

The  capture  of  Delhi  in  September,  1857, 
was  the  turning-point  in  the  Sepoy  mutinies. 
The  revolt  was  crushed  beyond  redemption, 
the  rebels  were  deprived  of  their  bead  centre, 
and  Mogul  King  was  a  prisoner  at  the  mercy 
of  the  power  whom  he  had  defied.  But  there 
were  still  troubles  in  India.  Lucknow  was 
still  beleaguered  by  a  rebel  army,  and  insur- 
rections still  ran  riot  in  ( )udb  and  Rohilk- 
hand. 

In  the  middle  of  August  Cneral  Havclork 
had  fallen  back  on  Cawnpore.  after  the  failure 
of  his  first  campaign  for  the  relief  of  Luck- 
now. Five  weeks  afterward  Havelock  made 
a  second  attempt  under  belter  auspices.  Sir 
Colin  Campbell  had  arrivad  at  Calcutta  as 
commander-in-chief.  Sir  James  Outram  had 
come   up   to  Allahabad.     Q\\   September   16, 


that  he  is  not.  He  may  rest  securely  in  the 
knowledge  that  he  has  written  sincerely.  His 
fame  rests  securely  upon  honest  and  beauti- 
ful achievement  after  his  own  fashion.

Massenet  is  of  those  who  have  seen  in  ultra- 
modern French  music  nothing  more  than  a 
whole-tone  scale  and  an  augmented  triad.  As 
a  discovery  of  the  possibiHties  of  overtones, 
it  probably  did  not  dawn  upon  him.  Still 
Massenet  cannot  be  considered  precisely  as 
a  reactionary,  for  that  implies  something  of 
the  militant  attitude,;  and  Massenet  was  tckj 
busy  with  writing  melodies  to  go  to  war. 

America  knows  him  only  very  partially,  and 
his  operas  will  undoubtedly  spread, ^iand  win 
favor  for  a  long  time  to  come.

Richard  Batka  has  lately  found  an  anec 
dote  indicating  that  this  was  the  case  in  the 
memoirs  of  Beethoven's  friend  Pixis,  who  died 
in  1^74.  A  man  named  Barth.  who  had  a 
beautiful  tenor  voice,  one  morning  called  on 
Beethoven.  He  found  him  in  a  bad  humor,  on 
the  point,  the  moment  the  visitor  entered,  of 
tearing  up  a  manuscript.  Barth  asked  him 
what  was  the  matter,  and  Beethoven  an- 
swered: "Oh,  I  wanted  to  write  a  song,  and 
I  succeeded  in  finishing  it.  but  now  I  don't 
like  it  and  want  to  destroy  it."  "Let  me  look 
at  it."  exclaimed  the  tenor.  He  sat  down  at 
the  piano  ami  snng  it  at  sight  so  effectively 
that  the  composer's  face  beamed  with  joy.  A 
fortnight  later  this  song — it  was  "Adelaide" — > 
was  being  sung  all  over  Vienna. — New  York

Ogf  «JJJ 
the  astronormsts  was  Amtarehus  of  Samos,  the 
irst  man  who  is  known  to  Retaken  the  true 
view  of  the  solar  system.    ''He  said  the  sun 
was  the  centre  round  which  the  earth  moved  m 

m  after  aces  we  should  hardly  be  able  to

circumference."  The  reader  will  ^alLthe 
names  of  two  great  astronomers  who  made 
something  like- a  sM*r  *tate**£ '**  more 
than  a  few  hundred;  years  ago,  one  of  whom 
was  burned  to  death  as  a  heretic  and  the  other 
of  whom  was  forced  to  retant  or  else  suffer  a 
similar  fate.  Bruno  and  Galileo  lived  nearly 
two  thousand  years  later  than  Aristarchus,  and 
vet  his  statements  seem  to  have  caused  no 
Weat  surprise  to  the  learned  men  of  Alexan- 
dria, and  he  was  accorded  the  profoundest  re- 
spect for  the  evident  truth  of  his  principles. 

In  this  reign  lived  also  Manetho,  the  his- 
torian, the  first  of the uEgyPtians  to .be ^eemed, 
worthy  of  a  place  in  the  Museion.  The  Greeks 
affected  to  despise  these  so-called  barbarians, 
Inn  Philadelphus  was  broadminded  enough  to 
be  glad  to  recognize  merit  irrespective  of  na- 
tionaiitv.  Manetho  wrote  a  history  of  his  own 
country,  and  we  know  it  in  .quotations  of 
losephus  and  Julius  Aineanus.  It  runs  back 
for  nearlv  two  thousand  years,  and  its  state- 
ments are  borne  out  by  many  Egyptian  in- 
scriptions. Manetho  was  a  priest  of  Heliopoiis, 
the  chief  seat  of  Egyptian  learning. 

Philadelphus  was  fond  of  all  works  of  art. 
1  it  bought  pictures  and  statuary  wherever  he 
could  procure  them  and  paid  enormous  prices 
for  them.  Satyrus,  the  architect,  was  also^  a 
sculptor,  and  we  have  two  examples  of  his 
work  now;  in  two  beautiful .  cameos  cut  in 
r»iiladelphus  and  his  first  and  second 
Another    wonderful    piece   at   work 


his  new  queen,  who  was  coming  much  against 
her  will  to  Pelusium  with  the  King  Philadel- 
phus, and  with  so  much  gold  and  silver  as  a 
dowry    that    Philadelphus    received    the    nick- 
name of  "the  dower-giver."    We  read  of  Bere- 
nice living  in  great  state  and  splendor,  and  of 
Philadelphus  continually  sending  her  presents. 
The  only  water  she  ever  used  was  that  brought 
to  her  a't  Antioch  all  the  way  from  the  sacred 
Nile.    Whether  or  not  history  has  any  more 
than  this  to  say  of  Berenice  we  do  not  know, 
but  her  whole  history  must  have  ben  art  inter-

It  is  in  this  reign  that  we  .hear  for  the  first 
time  of  the  rising  power  of  Rome.    Word  was 
brought  to  Philadelphus  that  Pyrrus,  king  of 
Epirus,  had  been  defeated  by  the  Romans  and 
driven  out  of  Italy.    So  Philadelphus  sent  an 
embassy  to  Rome  to  congratulate  them  upon 
their  victory,  and  also  some  costly  gifts  to  en- 
sure their  favor  and  support.    It  was  signifi- 
cant of  the  Romans  that,  being  a  young  and 
proud  nation  and  unable  to  send  presents  of  a 
similar  nature,  that  they   returned   to  Phila- 
■  sfdelphus  all  of  his  bounty,  but   thanked  him 
gratefully  for  his  offer  of  friendship. 

The  story  of  this  reign  makes  wonderfully 
pleasant  reading.

Cham- 
plain was  not  in  command  of  the  expedition 
VHich  was  fitted  put ;  he  sailed  in  the  capacity 
of  geographer  and  historian.    In  the  party  were 
Jean  de  Biencourt,  whose  title  was  Sieur  de 
Poutrincourt,  a  name  that  we  shall  meet  again 
in  this  history.    Qn  the  arrival  of  the  expedi- 
tion in  Acadia,  Champlain  was  despatched  to 
explore  the  coast    He  discovered  Annapolis 
Basin,  of  Port,:Royal,as  he  named  it.  To  the 
Bay  of  Fundy  the  name  of  Baie  Francais  was 
given.    He  circumnavigated  the  bay  and  dis- 
covered the  St.  John  river,  which  he  said  was 
called  Ouigoudi  by  the  Indians,  an  error  on  his 
part,  for  Ouigoudi  simply  means  village.    He 
continued  along  the  coast  and  entered  Passa- 
moquoddy  Bay,  where  he  erected,  a  small  fort 
On  the  island,  which  he  called  Ste:  Croix.    Here 
©e  Monts  established  his  colony.     We  shall 
consider  the  further  experiences  Of  this  latter 
leader  in  a  subsecment  article. 

In:  the    autumn    of    1604,    Champlain    ex- 
plored the  coast  of  what  is  now  the  state  of 
Maine,  and  he  continued  his  examination  of 
this  part  of  the  continent  during  the  summer 
of  1605."  He  remained  in  Acadia  until  Septem- 
ber, 1607,  occupying  himself  in  the  examina- 
tion of  the  coast  and  of  the  interior  to  some 
extent,  returning  to  France  in  the  fall  of  that 
year.      In    1608   De   Monts    obtained    another 
commission  from  the  king  authorizing  him  to 
trade  in  the  River  of  Canada  for  the  space  of 
one  year  as  a  monopoly,  and  two  vessels  were 
sent  Out,    Champlain    commanding    one    and 
Pont-Grave  the  other.    He  •reached  Quebec  in 
July  of  that  year,  where  he  constructed  what 
he  called  a  Habitation.    Pont-Grave  returned 
to  France  in  the  autumn,  and  Champlain  was 
left   in   sole   charge   of   the    colonizing  party. 
When  Pont-Grave  returned  in   the    following 
year,;  Champlain  set  out  to  explore    the    St. 
Lawrence.      In    alliance   with    the    Montmag- 
nais  he   made  war  against   the   Iroquois   with 
complete  success.     He  proceeded  as  far  south 
as  Ticonderoga.     Returning    to    Quebec,    he 
sailed  for  France  in  September,  1609.    There  is 
no  question  that  his  expedition  on  the  whole 
was  very  successful,  and  he  undoubtedly  laid 
the  foundation  of  New   France  on    a    secure 
basis. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  tell  the  whole  story 
of  Champlain's  many  voyages.  Tn  1612  he 
was  made  Lieutenant-Governor  of  New 
France.  Eight  years  afterwards  he  fortified 
Quebec,  but  nine  years  later  was  compelled  to 
surrender  to  an  English  fleet,  and  remained  a 
prisoner  in  England  for  three  years.  On  Hi- 
release  he  returned  to  New  France,  where  he 
remained  until  his  death  from  paralysis,  which 
occurred  on  Christmas  Day,  1035.  11c,  how- 
ever, made  brief  visits  to  France  in  the  mean- 
wdiile,  crossing  the  Atlantic  no  less  than  thirty- 
six  times  in  all.     He  left  no  children.

THE  STORV  OP  FRANCE 

In  telling  the  story  of  France,  it  is  neces- 
sary at  times  to  depart  from  consecutive  nar- 
rative, as  one  who  in  painting  a  picture  first 
sketches  in  the  outline  and  then  proceeds  to 
fill  in  the  details.  The  close  of  the  Eleventh 
Century  was  a  period  of  unrest,  which,  As  we 
have  seen,  found  expression  in  the  Crusades. 
This  unrest  was  not  only  Jolitita^'but  hrtfll* 
lectual  as  well,  and  it  was  stimulated  by  the 
contact  with  Asiatic^  thought  which  tfcdse  ex- 
peditions brought  about,  To  what  extent 
Abelard  may  have  been  influenced  by  the  in- 
troduction of  Eastern  ideas  into  the  schools  oi 
the  West,  it  is  impossible  at  this  late  day  to 
say,  although  his  career  suggests  that  he  was 
an  independent  thinker.  He  was  unquestion* 
ably  one  of  the  foremost  minds  jof  his  time, 
and  as  the  founder  of  the  rationalistic  school 
of  religion,  he  deserves  a  place  among  the  lead- 
ers of  thought.  .- 

Peter  Berenger,  afterwards  known  as 
Abelard,  was  born  in  Brittany  in  1079.  His 
father  was  of  the  nobility  and  a  man  of  wealth, 
and  distinguished  in  all  knightly  accompHsli*. 
ments.  Peter  was  h^is  eldest  son,  but  his  tastes 
ran  so  strongly  to  intellectual  pursuits,  that  he 
surrendered  his  rights  of  primogeniture  and  de- 
voted himself  to  study.  One  of  his  biogra- 
phers says  "he  had  an  irresistible  thirst  for 
knowledge  and  a  special  pleasure  in  scholastic 
logic."  He  became  what  George  Henry  Lewes 
calls  "a  knight-errant  of  philosophy."  and  be- 
fore he  was  twentv  years  of  age  we  find  him 
journeying  through  France,  meeting  all  pos- 
sible opponents  in  the  arena  of  religious  dis- 
putation. At  this  time  William  de  Champeaux 
was  regarded  as  the  intellectual  giant  of 
France,  and  his  lectures  in  Paris  were  attend- 
ed by  students  from  all  parts  of  Europe.  To 
him  Abelard  repaired,  but  in  a  short  time  by 
his  brilliant  reasoning  so  dimmed  the  fame 
of  his  teacher  that  the  latter  conceived  a  feel- 
ing of  hatred  towards  him.  At  first  the 
older  man  felt  only  admiration  for  his  pupil, 
whose  extraordinarily  handsome  person,  win- 
some manners,  and  what  is  said  to  have  been 
marvellous  oratory  won  all  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact.  "When  the  young  man  was 
twenty-two,  the  impetuosity  of  youth  led  him 
to  provoke  his  master  to  a  discussion  in  pu- 
lic.  He  easily  exhibited  his  superiority,  ami 
the  result  was  a  breach  between  him  and 
William,  to  which  Abelard  attributed  all  his 
later  misfortunes,  lie  established  a  school 
of  his  own,  and  seems  to  have  been  inspired 
by  an  insatiable  rivalry  against  his  former 
teacher.  So  ardently  did  he  labor  that  his 
health  gave  way.  and  he  was  compelled  to 
seek  rest  for  two  years,  lie  then  returned  to 
Paris,  and  established  a  school,  llis  popu- 
larity was  wonderful.  Students  came  from 
all  parts  of  Europe  to  hear  his  lectures.  Even 
the  Pope  recommended  him  to  persons  in 
search  of  knowledge.  As  many  M  five  thou- 
sand students  attended  his  lectures.  Lewes 
says  of  him  at  this  time:  "Among  these 
crowds  Abelard  might  be  seen  moving  with 
imposing  haughtiness  of  carriage,  not  without 
that  careless  indolence  which  success  has 
given  ;  handsome,  manly,  gallant-looking,  the 
object  of  incessant  admiration.  His  songs 
were  sung  in  the  streets,  his  arguments  were 
repeated  in  the  cloisters.  The  multitude  made 
way  reverently  for  him  as  he  passed,  and  from 
behind  their  window  curtains  peeped  the  cur- 
ious eyes  of  women."  Such  was  Abelard  at 
twenty-four.  Tt  was  at  thia  time  that  he  met 
Heloise,  the  beautiful  niece  of  Canon  Fulbert.^.. 
This  girl,  whose  unhappy  love,  Oasc  oetraval, 


ord.and  through  it  all  Heloise  appears  as  the 

very  incarnation  of  devoted  and  heroic  love. 

Abelard  retired  to  a  monastry,  but  he  con- 


-  -  tinucd  his.  studies,  and-'liis.  teachings, ,_Hfi.  Jiai is  that  as  yet  science  has  not  been  able  to 


incurred  the  contempt  of  all  honorable  men, 
and  the  monks  with  whom  be  associated  soon 
came  to  hate  him,  because  of.  his  enforced  aus- 
terity, v  His  doctrines  miade  him  unpopular 
with  the  ecclesiatical  authorities,  and  in  1140 
he  was  imprisoned  by  order  of  the  Pope.  He 
died  in  1142,  and  Heloise  had  his  interred  m 
the  hermitage  called  the  Paraclete,  situated 
near  the  convent  over  which  she  presided,  in 
the  hope  that  she  might  be  buried  by  his 
side. 'vJte  survived  him  twenty  years,  when 
her  Wish  was  gratified.  In  1808  the  ashes  of 
both  were,  removed  to  Paris,  and  in  1828  they 
were  mingled  together  in  one  urn,  where  they 

remain  today.  ,]         [ 

Abelard's  chief  point  of  difference  with  his 
ecclesiatical  superiors  was  vital.     He  claimed 
that  nothing  in   religion    was  binding   upon 
man -unless  it  coutd ■;  be  supported  ^reason 
and  proof;  the  church  taught  that  his  teach- 
ings should  be  accepted  and  that  sufficient 
proof  would  afterwards  follow  as;  of  bourse, 
from  acceptance.     His  great  antagonist  .was 
St.  Bernard,  a  man  whose  influence. upon  his 
times  was  very  great    What  success  Abe- 
lard would  have  achieved  if  he  had  lent  his 
assent  to  the  laxity  of  the  clergy  it  is  im- 
possible to  say,  but  he  incurred  great  personal 
resentment  by  insisting  that  all  ecclesiastics 
should  live  exemplary  lives,!  and  the  incon- 
sistency of  such  teaching  from  him,  joined 
to  the  unpopularity  of  his  precepts,  made  him 
countless  enemies.     Space  will  not  permit, 
even  if  the  character  of  these  articles  * -would 
allow,  any  discussion  at  length  of  the  prin- 
ciples taught  by  Abelard.    His  influehpe  upon 
the  clinrch;  was  not  great,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  seed  he  sowed  came  to  fruition 
in;  the  Reformation.     ' 

THE  MYSTERY  OF  LIFE 


Scientific  men  are  suggesting  that  life  can 
be  produced  synthetically.    Perhaps  this  needs 
a  little  explanation.    Synthesis  is  the  opposite, 
of  analysis.    When  we  analyze  a  thing  we  take 
it  apart;  but  synthesis  means  a  putting  to- 
gether.    There   is  a  process  -whereby  certain 
Things  can  be  put  together  and  the  result  is 
indigo;  by  another  process  we  can  put  things 
together  and  make  rubber.    The  products  re- 
sulting from   these   synthetical  .processes   are 
not  merely  things  that  resemble  indigo  or  rub- 
ber Or  have  the  properties  of  these  substances, 
but'  are  actually  indigo  or  rubber,  as  the  case 
may  be.    Chemists  suggest  that  certain  inani- 
mate substances  can  be  placed  together  with 
the  result   that   a  living  thing  will   result,  not 
something  that  looks  as  if  it  were  alive,  but 
actually  is  alive.     We  do  not  know  that  the 
claim   has   been    made    that   some   absolutely 
new  creature  can  thus  be  produced,  and  that 
this' creature  can  go  oh  reproducing  its  kind, 
without  the  intervention   of  the  processes  by 
which  it  was  create  1  :  but   we  may  admit  the 
possibility  of  that  and  yet  be  as  far  as 

ever  from  having  discovered  the  .mystery  of 
life  It  is  one  thing  to  have  discovered  a 
process   whereby   the   inanimate   may  be   made 

animater-whereby  that  which  is  without  life 
can  be  made  to' live:  it  is  quite  a  different 
thing  to  say  what  life  is  or  to  originate  the  life 
principle.  As  no  Ofi*  claims  thai  a  living  thing- 
has  yel    been   produced    synthetically— all    that 

Professor  Shafer  has  suggested  is  thai  it  may 

be  produced  --we  are  at  liberty,  for  the  sake  "I 
illustration,  to  suppose  a  creature  of  any  kind, 

and  so  vve  will  take  something  which  seems 
to  the  naked  eye  to  be  exceedingly  simple. 
We  will  suppose  that   a  chemist   has  been  aide. 

by  putting  carbon,  hydrogen,  oxygen  and 
nitrogen  together  under  certain  conditions,  to 

produce  a  jellyfish,   when,   when   placed  in   the 
sea,  goes  on   its  way  just    like  any  other  jelly 
fish.      Two    questions    at    once   suggest    them- 
selves, which   may  thus  be  tsated: 

What   has  he  done? 

Has  he  done  anything  unusual? 

Answering  the  first  question  in  what  seem 
to  be  terms  of  scientific  definition,  it  may  be 
said  that  he  has  made  such  a  combination  of 
elementary  substances  as  makes  possible  the 
exhibition'  of  the  elementary  force  which  we 
call  life.  Tf  you  take  a  silver  coin  and  a  cop- 
per coin,  and  put  one  of  them  under  and  the 
other jover  your  ton^ue^^d^^^ 


create  anything.    It  has  never  been  able  to  do 
more  than  provide   artificially  the   agencies 
whereby  natural  forces  can  be  developed  and 
controlled.    Chemistry  has  not  yet  professed 
to  say  to  the  Deity  that  there  is  no  longer  any 
need  or  place  for  Him  in  the  tfniverse.    The 
most  it  can  claim  is  that  it  has  found  out  that 
the  smystertes  of  creation  *an  be  made  mani- 
fest in^an  unsuspected  way.   To  state  the  case 
4n  this  manner  is  not  to  shirk  the  issue,  but  to 
present  it  exactly;  as  it  is.     The  utmost  that 
can   be   claimed   as\  the   result   of   Professor 
Shafer.- s  argument  is  that  it  may  be  possible 
to  produce  an  organism ; from  inorganic  mat- 
ter without  the  intervention  of  any  previously 
existing  prganism.     There  is  no  claim  made 
that  this  has  been  done ;  but  only  that  it  seems 
possible,  and  we  must  admit  that  chemicaMn- 
Vcst.igat.ion  seems  to  justify  such  a  suggestion. 
The  second  question;  that  is,  whether  such 
a  means  of  producing  organisms  is  unusual, 
does  hot  admit  of  a  definite  answer.    For  all 
we  know  it  may  be  &•  very  common''  occurrence 
in  nature.    We  have  grown  so  accustomed  to 
the  idea  that  life  is  necessary  to  the  production 
of  life,  that  to  suggest  the  contrary  seems  to 
be  almost  impious.    The  extreme  evolutionists 
argue  on  the  supposition  that,  -some  time  in  the 
indefinite  past,  matter  was  endowed  with  the 
principle  of  life,  and  has  gone  on  through;  the 
ages  reproducing  and  evolving  itself  until  at 
last  man  has  appeared  as  the  culmination  of 
individual  existence.    The  theory  has  been  that 
the  principle  of  life  exists  only  in  a  vast  num- 
ber of  individualities;  each  of  them  possessed 
to  a  greater  or  less  degree  of  the  power  of  rer 
producing  its  kind,  and  that  apart  from  these 
individualities  there  is  ho  such  thing  as  life  £ 
but  this  is  opposed  t(5  all  the  analogies  of  ex- 
istence;   As  far  as  we  know,  there  are  in  na- 
ture certain  forces,  which  find  expression  in 
individualities,  but  are  nevertheless  themselves 
universal.    What  we  call  gravitation,  crystal- 
lization,, vegetable  growth,  electricity,  chemi- 
cal action,  and  some  other  manifestations  of 
power  are  not  individual  in  themselves' or  sim- 
ply the  qualities  inherent  in  individual  things 
or"  organisms.    So  it  may  be  with  the  life  prin- 
ciple.    We  saw  above  in  the  case  of  the  two 
coins  that  when  the  conditions  were  favorable, 
electricity  was  manifested,  and  there  does  not 
seem    to   be   any    difficulty   in   accepting   the 
theory  that  when  conditions  are  favorable  the 
life  principle  will  be  manifested.     Indeed  the 
familiar  processes  attending  the  beginning  of 
individual    life,    cither   of    vegetables    or    ani- 
mals, suggest  that  there  must  be-  some  such 
explanation  of  them.     Therefore,   we  are  not 
driven  to  suppose  that,  if  chemistry  can  pro- 
duce a  living  organism  from  inert  matter,  that 
it  has  done  anything  unusual.     This  is  a>-,far 
it  seems  necessary  to  go  at  present.      The

Distant 
though  they  are  today,  tomorrow  the  most  dis- 
tant will  be  as  close  as  Calgary  and  Vancouver 
are  today.  For  the  railroads  are  hurrying 
with  feverish  speed  to  lay  their  lines  to  the 
garden  spots  of  this  rich  country. 

||§|he  of  the  richest  sections  and  perhaps 
the  one  about  which  the  least  definite  informa- 
tion can  be  secured,  is  that  known  as  the 
Peace  River  block.  The  writer  has  just  re- 
cently returned  from  a  six-months'  tour  of  this 
part  of  the  Peace  River  country.  What  he 
found  there  and  the  way  the  country,  appealed 
to  him  is  here  set  down  for  the  first  time.     * 

What  is  known  as  the  "Peace  River  Block" 

is  a  parcel  of  land  78  miles  square  and  com- 
prising 3,500,000  acres  in  the  Province  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  It  was  conveyed  by  the  pro- 
vincial government  of  British  Columbia  to  the 
dominion  government ;  for  the  purpose  of 
opening  it  for  settlement.  It  therefore  comes 
under  the  Dominion  Homesteads  Act  'rather 
than  under  the  British  Columbia  method  of 
acquiring  a  homestead.  The  eastern  boundary 
of  the  blOck  is  the  boundary  line  between" the 
provinces  of  Alberta  and  British  Columbia; 
the  southern  boundary  is  approximately  55 
degrees  30  minutes  of  north  latitude,  and  ex- 
tends west  for  a  distance  of  78  miles  from  the 
Alberta  boundary;  thence  north  for  78  miles; 
thence  east  again  to  the  boundary  of  Alberta 
for  the  same  distance.  The  Peace  river  runs 
in  an  easterly  direction  through  the  centre  of 
the  block. 

The  Nature  of  the  Soil  and  Character  of  the 

Surface 
The  southeastern  corner  of  the  block  is  for

the  most  part  an  open  prairie.  This  prairie,. 
known  as  the  Ponce  Coupe— the  words  are 
French  and  mean  "cut  thumb,"— is  approxim- 
ately 35  miles  in  length  by  25  in  width.  The 
soil  o|  this  iPonqfi*  Coupe  is  composed  of  four 
to  iiye  inches  of  black  loam  on  the.  surface, 
with  eight  to  ten  feet  of  a  bluish  clay  subsoil. 
Below  this  subsoil  there  is  another  eight  or 
ten  feet  of  bluish  day  which  is  harder  ih  na- 
ture. This  prairie  land,  we  were  infortned  by 
Hector  Trambley,  whcHras  been  in  the  Ponce 
Coupe  for  five  years,  and  until  this  pa£t  spring 
the  only  white  settler  in  that  region,  is  excel- 
lent wheat  land.  He  himself  has  r$se#  ^heat 
and  oats  successfully,  for  the  past  three  years, 
although  last  year  his  wheat  was*  partially 
destroyed  by  early  frost.  With  cultivation  of 
a,  wider  area  of  the  prairie,  Trambley  thinks 
the  early  frosts  will  disappear.  .  The  snow 
leaves  these  prairies  late  in  March  or  early  in 
April;  the  frost  follows  and  leaves  the  ground 
soon  after. 

The  Ponce  Coupe  is  well  watered  by  the 
Ponce  Coupe  river  and  its  many  branches. 
There  are  many  smaller  creeks  as  well.  Water 
can  be  secured  in  almost  any  place  on  the 
prairie  by  digging  to  a  depth  of  twenty 
thirty  ice-.,  h  is  fine  spring  water;  alkali  is 
not  present.  Trambley  says  the  coldest 
weather  which  he  lias  experienced  here  was 
53  degrees  below  zero,  in  summer  it  varies 
from  50  to  100  degrees   Kchr. 

Surrounding  the  prairie  is  a  growth  of 
spruce  .Mn!  poplar  timber  in  thickness  from 
-i.\  inches  to  twenty  four  inches.  In  the  val- 
leys of  the  rivers  and  creeks  there  are  oc- 
casional patches  of  poplar  ami  spruce  of  suf- 
rij   size  tor  building  uprppsesT, 

'The  country  in  the  southwesl  corner  of  the 
block  is.  rolling  and  very  hilly  as  you  draw- 
near   the   Rock_\    mountains.     This  section   is

covered  for  the  most  part  with  scrub  alder, 
.  poplar  and  jackpine.  In  the  wide  Valleys  and 
jalong  the  South  Pine  river  there  are  wide 
stretches  of  timber  land,  composed  of  spruce, 
poplar  and  cottonwood,  ranging  in  size  from 
six  to  thirty-six  inches  in  diameter.  Th$  soil 
varies  from  a  light  sandy  soil  in  places  to  a 
verjr  rich  black  loalh  in  others. 

A?  you. leave  the  southernmost  part  of  the 
block  and  travel  northeast  toward  the  Peace 
river  the  country  becomes  gently  rolling,  is 
covered  w*th  scrub  alder,  poplar  and  birch, 
and  there  are  many  small  sloughs.  No  at- 
tempt at  farming  has  been  made  in  this  region. 
It  looks,  however,  as  though  it  might  be  ex- 
cellent agricultural  land  when  oncer  cleared, 
for  it  is  for  the  most  part  a  good  black  loam 
soil.  North  of  the  Peace  river  the  land  is 
cfiiite  similar  to  the  south  central  area.  Along 
the  north  boundary  of  the  block  there  are 
some  wide  stretches  of  muskc 

How  to  Reach  the  Peace  River  Block- 
There  arc   two   principal   ways  of  reaching 
the  block  by   trail,  viz:  .The  ice  trail  in  the 

winter  months  from  Athabasca  Landing  over 
the  Athabasca  and  Little  Slave  rivers  and 
Lester  Slave  lake  to  the  town  of  C.rouard. 
From  there  one  rrta;  g  •  nth  west  to  the  large 
prairie  region  south  of  Dun  vegan  by  the  trail 
le;wling  to  Grande  Prairie  City  and  Beaver- 
lodge  Postoffice  via  Sturgeon  lake.  A  jour- 
ney of  75  miles  to  the  northwest  from  I'.caver- 
lodge brings  you  to  the  Ponce  Coupe  in  the 
■uthcast .  corner  of  the  block.  The  distance 
by  this  route  is  approximately  500  miles  from 
J'.dmonton.  Route  No,  2  leads  you  northwest 
from  Edmonton  "over  what   is   known  as  t  lie 

"F.dson     Trail."       The     provincial     government 

Alberta    has    built    a    summer    Wagon    Irail 

from  the  town  oi    Edson  to  Cram!   i'rairic  City, 


a  distance  of  250  miles.  With  the  7$  miles 
from  Grand  Prairie  C»ty  to  Ponce  Cotipe  this 
trail  is  thus  325  mil€s  in  length.  This  latter 
trail  is  as. yet  very  rough  and  hilly,  and  many 
prefer  the  longer  way  by  the  rivers  and  lakes 
to  the  shorter  and  rougher  Edson  trail,  espe- 
cially if  their  teams  are  heavily  loaded.  It 
takes  five  weeks  to  make  the  journey  by  the 
ice trail; and  perhaps  four  weeks  by  the  Edson 
land  trail.     Settlers  usually  go  in  during  the 

sleighs,  as  •travel  by

late  winter;  months 

this  method  and  at  this  time  of  the  year  is  the 
safest  and  easiest. 

The  Resources  of  the  Block 

Besides  the  fine  agricultural  land  and  the 
timber  already  mentioned,  the  block  bids  fair 
to  have  other  rich  natural  resources  as  well. 
Around  Hudson's  Hope,  on  the  Peace  river, 
at  the  extreme  central  west  of  the  block,  de- 
posits of  iron  Ore  and  coal  have  been  found  in 
close  proximity.  Gold  has  also  been  washed 
from  -the  sands  of  the  Peace  in  this  neighbor- 
hood. The  theory  is  advanced  that  this  gold 
comes  from  the  hills  thereabouts  and  is  washed 
down  to  the  Peace  by  .'the  small  stream^. 

In  the  southwest  corner  of  the  block  a 
number  of  prospectors  have  already  staked  ex- 
tensive claims  for  coal  and  petroleum.  Here 
in  this  neighborhood  also  samples  of  gold- 
bearing  quartz  have  been  picked  up  on  the 
surface,  giving  evidence  that  perhaps  there  are 
more  extensive  deposits  deeper  down. 

In  the  Ponce  Coupe  region,  in  the  south- 
east corner,  there  is  an  undoubted  abundance 
of  natural  gas  to  be  had  as  soon  as  the  wells 
are  sunk.  Trambley  informed  US  that  recent- 
ly there  was  a  gas  explosion  in  his  neighbor- 
hood which  shook  the  earth  and  turned  the 
cattle  crazy.  Great  burnim;  gas  balls  have 
been  seen  in  the  summertime  at  night.  The 
ice  of  the  river  is  frequently  upheaved  to  a 
eat  height  by  reason  of  the  gas  explosions 
underneath  the  water.

The  Waterways  of  the  Block

ing in  the  Peace  river  there  is  Moberlcy  river. 
Which  drains  Moberiey  lake,  in  the-  neighbor- 
hood of  which,  the  Indians  informed  us.  there 
are  hot  springs;  the  South  Pine  river,  and  its 
Syeral  branches:  the  -Mud  ri\er  and  the  Ponce 
Coupe  river.

tic  grandeur  we  have  seen  nothing  that 
equal  it.  The  name  has  a  fascination  for  the 
outsider;  to  those- who  have  seen  it  and  tra- 
versed  its  placid-'" Waters'  there  is  .ever  -'&ajHJ|j 
sisteht  call  •tOtretur|i  to  her*  .In  summer  and 
isl]  the  Peace  and  the  Pine  rivers  are  beauti- 
ful, clear-w^ter  rivers.  Many  of  the  rivers 
further  south— most  oit  them,  in  fact — are 
muddy  throughout  the  year. 

Possibility  of  a  Railroad  Entering  the   Block 

The  position  of  the  block  and  its  resources 
makes  it  the  logical  spot  for  a  railroad  to  strike 
lirst  in  all  this  north  country.  The  Canadian 
Northern  is  now  built  and  has  trains  running 
as  far  as  Athabasca  Landing.  Striking  north- 
west from  here  are  the  two  finest  and  most 
fertile  regions  of  farm  lands  along,  the  Peace, 
namely,  the  Grande  Prairie  and  the  Ponce 
Coupe  Prairie.  The  former  h As  been  rapidly 
filling  up  with  settlers  foi  the  past  four  or  live 
years,  and  much  of  its  prairie  area  is  now- 
taken.  The.  Grande  Prairie  is  about  sixty 
miles  square.  The  rush  of  landseekers  after 
the  garden  spots  set  toward  the  Ponce  Coupe 
this  past  spring.  Between  three  and  four  hun- 
dred settlers  at  least  located  there  this  ; 
spring  and  summer.  Many  more  will  go  in 
next  year. 

From  the  Ponce  Coupe  Prairie  the  railroad 
will  undoubtedly  continue  its  course  northwest 
through  the  rich  valley  of  the  South  Pine  river 
and  cross  the  mountains  by  way  of  the  Pine 
pass.  There  is  an  excellent  grade  through  this 
pass  in  the  mountains,  which  makes  it  almost 
certain  that  the  first  railroad  will  follow  this 
course.  From  a  railroad  survey  of  the  Pine 
pass  already  made,  it  has  been  found  that  a 
line  can  be  laid  with  an  average  grade  of  .5 
feet  to  every  100  feet.  The  grade  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  through  the  Yellow  head  pass  is 
1.5  feet  in  every  100  feet,  whereas  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  grade  through  the  Kicking  Horse 
pass  is  4  feet  in  each  100  feet.  It  can  be  readily 
seen  that  there  will  be  a  tremendous  advan- 
tage to  the  railroad  that  utilizes  the  Pine  pass 
as  a  means  of  reaching  the  Pacific. 

With  a  rich  prairie  district  to  traverse  and 
a  low  grade  pass  through  the  mountains,  the 
southern  half  of  the  Peace  River  block  seems 
destined  logically   to  secure  the   first   railroad. 

Amount  of  Land  Thrown  Open  in  Peace  River 

"Block 

This  past  spring  twelve  townships  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  Ponce  Coupe  river  were 
thrown  open  for  settlement.  Of  these,  per- 
haps four  Uuvu ships  in  all  have  been  filed 
on  this  year.  More  land  wifl  undoubtedly  be 
thrown  open  next   year. 

To  those  who  are  looking  for  good  farms 
and  a  pleasant  place  in  which  to  carve  out  a 
home,  and  in  a  place,  where  it  is  almost  abso- 
lutely sure  that  a  railroad  wil!  be  laid  within 
the  next  two  or  three  years,  we  would  advise 
that  they  examine  the  Peace  River  block  .and 
particularly  that  part  of  it  known  as  the  I'oncc 
Coupe   1'rairie.

IE  revolt  of  the  prisoners  in  the 
Michigan  state  prison  has  been  a 
blow  to  the  new  doctrine  of  hu- 
manitarianism    in    the    dealing    of 

a  state  with  its  felons.  The  Gov- 
ernor of  Michigan  .-ays  that  the  fiol  w  a  -  the  re- 
sult of  the  new  penology,  and  for  the  future  it 
may  be  taken  for  granted  thai  the  convicts  in 
the  Jackson  institution  will  not  be  coddled  by 
the  authorities.  The  idea  of  placing  the  men 
upon  their  honor  has  failed  for  the  time  being 
at  least,  'nut  all  the  blame  must  not  be  placed 
upon  the  new  method.  Several  causes  arc  tp 
be  taken  account  of.  though  probably  the  chief 

one  is  that  the  indulgence-,  granted  the  convicts 
came  after  a  while  to  be  considered  rights,  the 
fact  that  they  were  favors  being  lost  sight  of. 
The  convicts  had  much  to  complain  of,  or 
rather  if  they  were  free  men  they  would  haw- 
had  much  to  complain  of,  and  they  thought  that 
a  show  of  force  would  make  the  prison  au- 
thorities submit  to  'hen  demands.  Force  was 
met  with  force,  and  the  felons  were  really 
beaten  and  starved  into  submission.  All  their

The  Riot  Begins

fdod  or  threw  it  at  the  guards.  Everything 
breakable  vf«n  swiftly  destroyed,  but  the 
guards  were  able  to  drive  the  men  back  to 
their  cells.

The  Troops  Arrive 

Shots  were  exchanged,  but  against  the  su- 
perior armament  of  the  guards  the  desper- 
adoes could  make  but  a  feeble  resistance,  and 
after  a  Couple  of  them  had  been  shot  a  flag  6f 
truce  w  .1  -  run  up.  By  this  time  the  militia  and 
the  fire  brigade  had  arrived,  and  the  work  of 
putting  the  convicts  back  in  the  cells  was  got 
under  way.

a^  vivid  impression  of  4he  many-sided  charac- 
ter of  the  famous  writer  in  whose  memory  cer- 
tain citizens  of  Victoria  have  recently  en- 
deavored to  secure  and  preserve  the  Casco,  the 
schooner-yacht  which  was  at  one  time  his  pride 
and  chief  delight. 

Before  proceeding  to  explain  the  part  which 
the  Casco  played  in  his  life  story,  it  might  be 
well  to  deal  with  the  nature  of  the  name  and 
fame  of  R.L.S.,  whose  initials,  characterized 
by  Mr.  J.  M.  Barrie  as  the  "best  beloved  in 
recent  literature."  are  known  the  wide  world 
over,  while  the  fame  of  their  departed  owner 
increases   by   leaps   and   bounds.      Editions   of 


ftls  works  multiply ;  the  passing  years  but  in- 
orease  in  value  aiight  of  his  belongings  hav- 
ing any  personal  interest,  and  should  it  be 
asked  what  is  the  justification  for  this  almost 
universal  popularity,  the  answer  must  be  that 
Stevenson  s  books  are  his  best  surety  of  a 
more  than*  passing  interest ;  they  will  endure. 
True  to  life  as*  spark  to  flame,  they  bear,  in 
addition,  the  mark  of  indisputable  genius  and 

'  pure  literary  tsyle.  ,  Master  alike  of  tragedy 

I  and  humor,  essayist  and  purist,  he  still  could 
tell  a  rSusing  tale  of  buccaneers  and  buried 
treasure,  ostensibly  "exactly  in  the  ancient 
way,"  but  nevertheless  indelibly  stamped  with 
his  own,  unique  individuality  and  polished 
craftsmanship.   • 

In  addition  to  this  literary  charm  his  sunny 
and  attractive  personality  and  unfailing  cheer- 
fulness in  the  face  of  daunting  circumstance 
render  his  memory  dear  to  all  who  knew  him ; 
a  certain  gaeity  Of  heart  and  joy  of  living  per- 
meated his  whole  existence,  and  this  in  spite  of 

vthe  inglorious  quietude  irtt  which,  as  an  invalid, 
he  was  forced  to  spend  the  greater  part  of  his 
life. 

The  winjter  of  1887-8  found  Stevenson  liv- 
ing at  Saranac  Lake,  N.Y.,  broken  in  health, 
and  mpre "or  less  shattered  in  spirit.    His  life 
had  resolved  itself  into  a  fugitive  effort  to  . 
escape  "the\  ehiUttfg  grip  of  the  dread  White 
Plague,  and  though  the  bracing  winter  climate 
of; the  American  Health  resort  had  helped  him 
to  this  end,  during  many  long  winter  evenings 
speht  musing  by  a  roaring  Tirej  his  thoughts 
had  ever  strayed  in  the  direction- of  the  South 
Pacific,  where  his  fancy  projected  an  extended 
cruise  upon  a  yacht— -a  .possession  for  which 
he  would  gladly  have  exchanged  the  author* 
ship  of  all  his  books.    Stevenson  was  from  the 
first  a  child  of  the  sea,  supremely  Happy  toftett 
indulging  in  his  favorite  sport  of  yachting;  £$$< \r- 
when    in    his   youth    his    father  would /'ha^B 
tramed  him  \  in  a  prof eSsioh  for  which ~<\&'0j&jg 
rib*  taste,  his  consolation  was  found  in  thte'op- 
pc»rtunities  the  life  of  a  marine  engineer^'  af- 
forded him  for  spending  much  of  his  time i  ujpdiifV 
the  sea.    The  end  of  his  ambition,  he  had  fre-; 
quently  reiterated,  'was  the  ownership  -of  a 
seventy-ton  yacht,  in  vyhjich  he  seemed*  to  see 
the  final  recompense  of  fame.  '•      ''■'.•'■:'.. 

Mis  favorite  occupation  during  the  winter 
nights  became  the  planning  in  detail  of  the 
cruise  he  hoped  to  make  during  the  coming 
summer;  he  even  arranged  such  details  as  the 
place  where  the  piano  should  be  put  in  the' 
saloon,  and  definitely  decided  upon  the.  num- 
1  >er  and  variety  of  the  small  arms  which  should 
be  taken  for  the  sake  of  safety. 

[n  •  March,  1888;  Mrs.  Stevenson  left  Sa- 
ranac for  California  on  a  visit  to  her  relatives. 
with  the  understanding  that  she  should  re- 
port to  Louis  when  she  found  a  craft  suitable 
for  their  purpose.  Accordingly  she  tele- 
graphed that  the  schooner  Casco  was  open  for 
charter,  and  might  be  taken  among  the  islands 
«>t  the  South  Pacific.  Stevenson  quickly  made 
up  his  mind  to  go,  and  the  decision  proved  to 
ho  a  momentous  one,  for;  though  he  acknowl- 
edged it  not,  he  turned  his  face  this  time  for 
ever  from  Scotland,  England,  and  the  scenes 
among  which  he  had  thus  far  lived  his  life. 
lie  left  Saranac  on  the  twenty-eighth  of  May, 
and  arrived  at  Sacramento  on  the  seventh  of 
June,  where  his  wife  awaited  him.  At  San 
Francisco  final  arangements  were  made,  not 
without  -onio  difficulty,  for,  though  he  had 
never  met  him,  the  owner  of  the  yacht,  Dr. 
Mcrritt,  an  Oakland  millionaire,  showed  an 
unreasonable  lack  ol  'confidence  in  Stevenson, 
whom  he  appeared  to  consider  an  erratic  in- 
dividual. A  meeting  of  the  twq  soon  dispelled 
any  doubts  which  may  have  arisen  in  the  doc- 
tor's mind,  and  at  his  wish  Captain  I  Mis.  the 
skipper  of  the  Casco,  who  knew  her  abilities 
well  and  was  a  closer  seaman,  was  engaged 
fi  >r  the  forthcoming  trip. 

The  Casco  was  a  fore-and-aft  schooner, 
ninety-five  feet  long  and  of  seventy  tons  bur- 
den,   intended    for    racing    on    the    California!) 

■  coast,  though  on  one  trip  she  hail  been  taken 
as  far  as  Tahiti.  Stevenson  called  her  "The 
Silver  Ship."  and  spoke  with  enthusiasm  of 
"her  fine  lines,  tall  spat's,  and  snowy  dock-,  the 
crimson  fittings  of  the  saloort,  the  white,  the 
gilt,  and  the  repeating  mirrors  of  the  tiny 
cabin."  No  money  had  been  spared  in  her 
construction,  but  in  spite  of  this  'her  cock- 
pit was  none,  too  safe,  her  sail  plan  forward 
was  meant  for  racing  and  not  for  (cruising ;  her 
one  'pump  wa-  small,  and  in  case  of  danger 
.dyubt  .have  uiovcd    in 


nevertheless  she  was  chartered  by  the  intrepid 
novelist,  by  June  JO  final  details  were  ar- 
ranged, and  tl\e  party,  consisting  of  Stevenson 
his  wile,  his  mother,  and  his  step-son  (^Lloyd 
Osborne,  today  a  novelist  of  ability),  took  Up 
their  quarters  on  the  vessel.  For  the  rest,  there 
was*  the  skipper— who,  r  commencing  with  a 
supreme  disdain  for  his  new  master,  ended  as 
a  devoted  friend— the  crew  of  *'th,ree  Swedes 
and  the  inevitable  Finn,"  "sea-lawyers"  all,  and 
a  pseudo-Japanese  cook,  who  turned  out  in  the 
end  to  be  a  Chinaman !  With  some  trouble  a 
passage  was  refused  to  a  newspaper  reporter 
trying  to  ship  as  a'  deckhand,  and  finally  on 
•  June  28  the  Casco  was  towed  towards  the  set- 
ting sun,  ;the  fresh  breezes  of  the  Pacific  filled 
her  sails,  and  Stevenson  unwittingly  set  his 
face  from  Europe  and  America  for  ever. 

While  he  had  by  this  time  become  famous 
on  two  continents  ("Treasure  Island'  'and  "Dt. 
Jekyll  and  Mr.  Hyde''  having  previously  been 
published),  Stevenson  had  not  yet  been  able 
tt)  command  the  large  pecuniary  rewards  » 
which    afterwards    fell    to   his    lot.      His   pro- 


longed stay  in  Saranac  had  greatly  strained 
his  slender  resources,  for  there,  he  said,  "it 
costs  you  a  pound  a  sneeze,  and  fifty  to  blow 
your  nose."

Casco  (£2,000)  had  been  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  owner,  he  felt  that  if  health 
was  not  regained,  and  tlje  abkfty  to  write 
passed  from  him,  aft;  would  indeed  be  Jost.  5 It 
proved,  however,  that  the  cruise  was" -the •■'turn- 
ing point  in  his  life,  with  regard  to  health.  The 
invigorating  life  at  sea„  and  the  salutary 
climate  of  the  tropics  put-  new  life  in  him ;  with 
the  return  of  health  his  flagging  literary  pow- 
ers again  awakened,  and^some'of  his  best  work 
Was  done  in  the  cabin  o0heiC^sbo. 

From  San  Francisco  iw'yaChf  held 'On  an 
open  course  three  thousand-  miles  across  the 
bine  Pacific  to  the  Marquesas,  tbe.ydy.ag*.  be- 
ing pleasant  and  uneventful,  apart  from  some 
passing  squalls,  and  on  the  twenty-eighth  of 
July  the  trim  white  vessel,  graceful' 'as  a  white-, 
winged  bird,  dipped  into  the  fray /of  Anaho, 
on  the  Island  of  Nukahiva.'-/^w^j^Wceks  the 


travelers  stayed  there,  and  then  they  visited 
Taiohac,  on  the  south  coast  of  the  same  island. 
Gradually  Stevenson  learned  to  understand  the 
natives,  who  until  shortly  before  had  been  the 
most  incorrigible  of  all  South  Sea  cannibals. 
Once  he  learned  their  tongue,  he  became  of. all 
white  men  the  most. beloved  by  the  people  of 
-the*  South  Se*  4slaj»ds>  •  His  innate  to^^t- 
legendary  lore,  aAd  his  ability  to  interest  these 
simple  folk  with' the  traditional  tales  of  his 
own  native  land,  enabled  him  to  draw  from 
them  their  choicest  tales  of  superstitious  fancy, 
which  he  used  to  good  advantage  in  his  later 
works. 

At  Taahaku  Stevenson  was  made  a  blood- 
brother  of  Paa-eua,  the  chief  of  the  Marquesas, 
a  distinction  offered  to  very  few  strangers,  and 
only  invested  in  those  who  gained  the  closest 
sympathy  and  friendship  of  the  natives. 

Un  September  4  the  Casco  sailed  for  Tahiti 
via  the  Paumotos,  or  Dangerous  Archipelago, 
a  passage  during  which  she  was  constantly  in 
the  greatest  danger,  owing- to  the  dangerous 
reefs    and    currents,    then    very    inefficiently 


charted.  In  two  days  they  safely  made  the 
port  of  Fakarava,  in  the  Paumotos,  two  weeks 
were  spent,  and  towards  the  end  of  Septem- 
ber they  reached  Tahiti.,  anchoring  at  Pa- 
peete. While  there  Stevenson  fell  ill,  so  it  was 
determined  to  try  the  south  side  of  the  island. 
A  pilot  was  accordingly  shipped,  and  the  pass- 
age attempted,  but.fWhen  off  the  leeshore  of  the 
Island  of  Eimep,  they  Were  suddenly  becalmed, 
and  began  to,  drift  towards  ther0arricr  reef  of 
Tahiti.  *'The  reef  was  close  on  u$,"  says 
Stevenson,  "With  my  eye!  what  "a  surf!  The 
pilot  thought  we  were  gone,  and  the  captain 
had  aboat  cleared,  when  a  lucky  squall  came 
to  our  rescue.", 

This  danger  averted,  they  landed  at  Tar- 
avao,  where  Stevenson  rapidly  grew  worse,. and 
it  was  seen  that  he  was  fast  becoming  danger- 
ously ill.  He  was  taken  ashore  and  managed 
to  reach  Tautira,  a  village  sixteen  miles  inland, 
when  he  collapsed  utterly.  The  kind  help  of 
the  natives,  particularly  of  Moe,  the  ex-queen 
i^a|«|Raiatea,  and  the  "indefatigable  nursing  of  his 


devoted  wife  eased  as  much  as  possible  a  burn- 
in-    fever   and   congestion   of   the   bin.'.-. 

During  his  stay  at  Tautira,  as  he  gradually 
recovered  his  health,  Stevenson  became  the 
close  friend  and  finally  devoted  brother  oi 
Ori,  one  of  the  sub-chiefs  of  the  Paumotos. 
This  simple,  noble  character  impressed  him; 
,aa^6ii4  of  ..^U^^^^t^st^'gentlem  en .  Llatyjcfc. 
Osborne  describes  Ori  as  "a  Life  Guards- 
man in  .appearance,  six  feet  three  in  his  bare 
feet;  unconsciously  English  to  an  absurd  ex- 
tent, feared,  respected  and  loved."  Through 
the  influence  of  this  "highly  popular.  M.P.  of 
Tautira"  the  natives  prepared,  in  honor  of  their 
visitor^  a  great  feast,  to  which  each  of  the 
minor  chiefs  brought  tribal  offerings,  and 
Stevenson's  speech  of  thanks — made  in 
French,  through  an  interpreter — was  spoken 
to  the  accompaniment  of  squealing  pigs, 
clucking  hens,  and  the  happy  laughter  of  lit- 
tle children. 

His  health  regained,  Stevenson  now.  passed 
through  one  of  the  happiest  periods  of  his  life; 
his  feelings  of  gratitude  for  strength  renewed 
and  loving  friendships  gained  arc  expressed  .in 


Another  chief — Tembinok,   of  Apemama — 
showed    a    certain    litci.u  \     ability    in    his   own 
tongue,  so  R.  1.    S.  set  him  writing  poetry,  and 
the  great  man,   writing  his   verse,  surrounded 
h\   his  many  wives,  confided  to,;  Stevenson  that

-     Eve*  of  a  buoyant  and  care-free  disposi- 
tion; the  novelist  quickly  gave  evidence  in  his 
literary  work  of  the  rejuvenation  nOv^  eo*ni?ir* 
him;  but  still  the  wanderer-  yearned-  for  the 
homeland,  and  his,  beloved  friends  across  the 
seas,  from  whom  his  enforced. Wide  wandering   ' 
so  grievously  separated  him.     Thus  at  mis- 
time he  penned  the  plaintive  lines,  at  once  his 
sharpest  cry  of  anguish  at  the  needful  separa- 
tion, and  almost  his  only  protest  through  his  . 
years  of  exile!  ■

Meanwhile  the  captain  of  the  Casco,  which 
lay  awaiting  orders  at  Taravao,  .had .made  * 
startling  discovery.  Evidently,  believing  that 
discretion  was  the ,  better  part  of  valor,  the 
wary ,  skipper  had  subjected  the  masts  to  a 
^W^'scruifciilj^and/  found  them  almost  eaten 
ou^/i^P'r^y  *&*}  Notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  it  was  quite  unsafe  for  anyone  to  remain 
on  deck,  he  took  the  Casco  round  to  Papeete 
.with  many  reefs  in  her.  mainsail,  and  had  the 
best  possible  job  made  Of  her  masts,  as  no 
spars  of  the  requisite  size;  could  be  obtained 
on  the  island. ... 

The  repairs  to  the  Casco  took  longer  than 
was  expected,.an;d  while  waiting  for  her  return, 
the  little  company^  became*  almost  destitute ; 
th.ejr  money  ran,  out,  and  they  could  not  com- 
municate with  Papeete,  owing  to  the  rivers  of 
the  island  being'  in  flood,  for  the  rainfall  that 
year  had  "been  exceptionally  heavy.  At  last, 
however,  jthe  "silver ship"  arrived,  and  the 
heartened  travelers,  their  leader  now  recovered, 
continued  their  journey  after  a  sorrowful  leave- 
taking  of  the.  kindly  natives. 

The  volume  JntitlCd  'in  the  South  Seas." 
compiled  as  a  result  of  his  Pacific  voyages,  con- 
tains the  account,  written  in  his  own  inimita- 
ble style,;  of  Stevenson's  first  view  of  a  Ira- 
cific  island,  that  experience, •>  which,  he  said, 
''could  never  be  repeated,  and  touched  a  vir- 
ginity of  sense."  His  intimacy  with  the  na- 
tives and; his  anxiety  to  collect  and  preserve 
'  their  folklore,  poetry  and  music,  are  all  record- 
ed in  its  pages',  and  go  to  make  one  of  the 
most  interesting  volumes  from  his  pen.  Fox 
about  three  years  he  cruised  among  the  isl- 
ands, and  at  last  decided  upon  Samoa  as  his 
future  home.  Though  he  had  at  all  times  in- 
tended to  return  to  Europe,  once  again  to  see 
his  dear  friends  there,  his  wish  was  never  grati- 
fied. The  Casco  was  sent  ba-ck  to  San  Fran- 
cisco,  and  after  many  vicissitudes  passed  into 
the  humble  occupation  of  ;i  sealing  schooner, 
and  upon  the  passing  of  the  treaty  was  laid 
up  in  bur  harbor,  where  she  has  since  remained. 

Stevenson  settled  upon  the  Island  of  Upolu, 
in  Samoa,  where,  amidst  the  most  romantic 
surroundings,  he  was  to  pass  the  remaining 
years  of  his  life.  The  beautiful  estate  of  "Vai- 
lima."  yA  Five  Waters,  about  three  miles  in- 
land from  Apia,  at  the  f>  Mount  Vaea,  wa  • 
purchased,  and  a  house  erected,  the  size  and 
magnificence  of  which  were  greatly  exagger- 
ated by  rumor  in  Europe  and  America.  Built 
according  to  his  own  peculiar  ideas  of  coru- 
•t'ort.  chief  among  which  was  i lie  necessity  of 
plenty  of  room,  \  ailima  was  dltrirtg  his  life- 
time greatly  enlarged  and  Improved,  and  after 
bis  death  passed  finally  into  the  hands  6!  the 
German  government,  and  is  now  the  official 
residence  of  the  Governor  of  Samoa. 

Stevenson  became  intensely  interested  in 
farming,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  his  literary 
aidor  waned  s  imewhat  in  hi-  pursuit  of  agri 
culture,  but  his  health  became  robust,  his  pow- 
ers grew  greater,  and  man)  of  his  critics  think 
that  "Weir  of  1 1  ermislon."  th  on  which

have  been  his  masterpiece  had  he  lived 
to  finish  it.

The  memory  ^\  hi-  de- 
lightful cruises  and  the  thankfulness  (or  re- 
newed health  and  vigof  which  came  as  a  di- 
rect result  of  his  life  aboard  the  Casco  must 
have  made  her  memory  particularly  dear  to 
him.  And  at  the  la-t  his  dead  body  was  en- 
folded m  the  British  ensign  (fit  shroud  tot  an 
exiled  but  trucheartcd  Scotsman)  which  had 
flown  at  the  peak  of  his  vc--cl  in  many  a  cor- 
ner of  the  South   Seas.

The  cold,  wet  Weather  Which  pre- 
Vailed  throughout  Canada  during  Aug- 
ust delayed  ripening,  and  the  harvest 
Is  everywhere  later  than  usual;  but  no 
serious  frosts  have  as  y<-t  been  re- 
ported. All  crops  show  ah  improve- 
ment ' since  the  end  of  July,  excepting 
peas,  beans,  and  corn.  The  average 
condition-  of  spring  wheat  is  84.57  per 
cent  of  the  standard  or  full  crop,  which 
Is  represented  by  "10.0;  rye  Is  '84.1t,  bar- 
ley 87.29,  oats  88.15,  mixed  grains  S6.5T. 
and  flax  87,84.  Those  figures  am 
higher  than  those  of  a  month  ago  by 
about  1  per  cent,  for  wheat,  rye,  and 
flax,  4  or  5  per  cent  for  barley,  mixed 
grains,  and  buckwheat,  and  7  per  cent 
for  oats.  On  the  whole,  they  compare^ 
not  unfavorably  with  buckwheat  and 
mlXed  grains,  being,  In  fact,  higher. 
while  spring  wheat  is  about  two  points 
lower.  Peas  are  74.  against  70  last 
month,  and. 7 2  last  year;  beans  are  76.71 
against  79.27  last  month,  and  80.92  last 
year.  Corn  for  husking  is  69.66,  and  for 
fodder  76,  compared*  with  70;37;  and 
crops  and  pasture  show  an  excellent 
condition,  the  figures,  ranging  from 
S6.64  for  sugar  beets  to  92.10  for  pot- 
atoes and    91.79   for   pasture.

One  could 
relate  many  stories,  but  one  which  is  told  me

He  does  not  seek  that  credit,  but  it  is  given 
him  by  the  disclosure  which  a  true  sketch  of 
his  character  entails. 

For  one  thing,  he  is  a  man  of  far  wider  and 
deeper  education  than  his  father  ever  was. 
The  "old  man,"  as  he  may  be  affectionately 
styled,  received  no  better  education  in  the  be- 
ginning than  a  dame's  school  could  give.

A  Great  Organizer 

One  has  only  to  be  with  him  a  few  minutes 
and  hear  him  talk  to  realize  that  he  is  a  man 
of  culture,  with  a  rare  spiritual  enthusiasm. 
He  is  a  fine,  speaker,  but  his  way,  though  win- 
ning, is  Temdte  from  the  gruff,  dominating  and 
burning  manner  of  his  father.  The  world  does 
not  know  much  of  him  as  a  speaker.  Why? 
Because,  again,  he  has  not  competed  with  his 
father  for  platform  popularity,  and  because  his 
industry  has  been  chiefly  directed  towards  the 
immense  organization  for  which  he  has  la- 
bored so  truly. 

But  the  army  know  and  love  him,  though 
the  world  generally  has  yet  to  feel  the  impress 
of  his  personality.  When  the  "old  man"  went 
to. all  parts  of  the  world  some  one  had  to  stay 
at  home  in  command.

HE  significance , pf  „ the.  Emperor 
JtfutShhito's  death,  will  not  be 
fuljy*  knos^h  for  niahy,  a .  yeaj 
wnfWthe  Tokio  correspondent  ol 
The  £qndqh  Times  under/date  of 
August  8.  It  is  easy  to  look  back  pv^r  hi^ 
reign  and  note  the  wonderful  change  which.  i£ 
has  effected^  It  is^  easy 'to  recall  the  fact  that 
when  he  came  td  tHe  throne  there  w6re  UP  rail- 
ways, no  telegraphs  or  teiephqiries,  np  gchpotor 
postal  system,  no  constitution  or  diet,  no  dip; 
lomatic  corps',  no  army  or  navy  vyorthy  of  the 
name,  no  newspapers,  ho  electric  lighting,  rid 
drains,  no  modern  civilization,  tt  is  easy  to 
mark  Japan's  determination  to  overtake  the 
material  civiUaatipnef  the  West  and  her  adop- 
tion  of  one  modern  device  after  another.  It  is 
easy  also  to  foresee  her  further  progress  along 
the  lines  on  which  the  leading  powers  of  the 
Occident  have  still  so  long  a  lead.  As  one  of 
the  most  influential  newspapers' in  Tokio  put 
if  only  the  other  day:  "The '/conditions,  now 
existing  in  Japan,  if  compared  with  those  of 
fifty  years  ago,  show  a  transformation  that  is 
almost  miraculous;  but  if  they  are  compared 
with  those  prevailing  in  the  most  up-to-date 
nations  in  the  West  there  is  much  that  is  sur- 
prisingly inferior  in  every  detail  of  Japan's 
Virilization."  One  need  not  live  long  in  the 
capital  to  perceive  it.  Rut  neither  need  i 
live  long  here  tjo  become  certain  that  step  by" 
step  the  material  advance  is'  continuing,  and 
will  continue  until  equality  with  the  Occident 
is  attained.  This  evolution  of  the  past  will  con- 
tinue into  the  future.  Ihit  what  of  that  other 
evolution  which  is  accompanying  the  material 
transformation  of  Old  into  New  Japan?  What 
of  the  evolution  of  the  spirit  of  the  Japanese? 
If  the  writer  i>  not  mistaken,  it  is  this  which 
will  form  the  problem  of  the  new  em  of  Tai 
sho,  a  problem  even  more  difficult  ami  danger- 
ous  than  that  which  was  tackled  »b» resoltrtelj 
and  successfully  in  the  era  of  Meiji. 

The  Value  of  Traditions 

It  has  been  frequently  pointed  out  that 
Japan's  ultimate  stlCCess  or  failure  as  a  nation 
will   be   measured   by   her   ability   to   retain 

best  of  her  old  traditions  unchanged  beneath 
the  innovations  she  has  introduced  irom  Eur- 
ope and  America.  In  other  words,  her  moral 
qualities,  typified  at  their  highest  by  tin  i  U- 
of  the  Bushi,  must  .remain — 'the  spirit  of  patri- 
otism, of  unity,  of  devotion  to  the  throne,  the 
country,  and  the  family.  Hitherto  Japan  has 
been  to  the  world  the  example  par  excellence  of 
a  disciplined  nation.     As  such  the  elder  states 


men  were  able  to  mould  it  in  the  new  forms 
and  to  preserve  it  as  such  has  long  been  the 
aim  of  tHe  *rul«!rs  djf  the  country  .  With  this 
idfe#  the /eaucatidnai  system  was  laid  Sown^— 
a 'system which,  as  Dr.  Eliot,  of  Harvard,  rev 
cently  observed  in  the  course  of  his  short  visit 
to  Japan,  endeavors  to  turn  out  pupils  all  alike, 
regardless;  of  their  individual  capacities.  With 
this  Idea  *4he  "religion"  of  Shintoism  Has  been 
steadily-  fostered  by  the  goyernment—.the  "re- 
ligion"''at  the  head  of  which  stands  the  em- 
peror and  the  only,  vital  inspiration  of  which  is 
loyalty.  "With  this  idea  the  authorities  have 
tactly,  if  not  openly,  approved  the  act  df  the 
stationfhaster  who  took  his  life  because 
through"  Sortie  blunder  the  emperor's. train  was 
ayed  At  his  station  J  With  tills  Idea  the  pic- 
ture  of- the- emperor  has  been  made  the  sacred 
possession  of  every  school,  and  the  loyalty  of 
teachers  who  have  rushed  into  burning  class- 
rooms to  rescue  it  and  perished  in  the  attempt 
has  been  dwelt  upon  with  official  approval. 
With  this  idea,  finally,  all  the  victories  of  war 
and  peace  have  been  solemnly  attributed  to  the 
virtues  of  the  emperor  and  his  ancestors. 

And  yet  with  all  these  efforts  there  has  been 
constant  recognition  on  the  part  of  the  more 
clear-sighted  that  something  was  slipping 
away  from  the  foundations  of  Japanese  char- 
acter, and  even  the  less  clear-sighted  have 
been  reminded  of  the  imminence  of  danger  by 
Socialistic  outbursts  and  periodical  waves  of 
lawlessness,  especially  among  the  student 
class.

At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year  there 
was  a  remarkable  manifestation  of  the  anxiety 
which  prevails  on  this  all-important  question. 
Mr,  Tokonami,  Viee-Minister  of  Home  Affairs, 
a  man  of  open  mind,  returned  from  a  tour  in 
Europe  and  America  deeply  impressed  by  the

perial prestige;  they  resolved  to  (appoint  com- 
mittees and  dispersed.  Since  then  we  have 
heard  nothing  of  the  conference,  and  rumors 
have  been  •afloat  "that  the;  whole;  •scheme  has 
succumbed  under  the  frown  of  the  military 
authorities  and  the  somewhat  reactionary  edu- 
cation department.  But  the  significance  of 
this  novel  attempt  at  a  solution  of  what  may 
be  called  the  spiritual  problem  of  Japan  re- 
nt ainr.. 

The  Breach  with  the  Past 

In  olden  times  the  young  Samurai  began 
cuts  also  contributed  their  share.

a  Whirlpool  of  thought  which  undermined  his 
old  ideas  of  knightly  conduct.    The  only  tenet 

which  seemed  to  withstand  the  flood  was  that 
of  loyalty,   as  the  authorities   were  quick  to 

perceive     And  thus  emperor  worship  assumed 

n-A  importance  in  the  Rational  polity  such  as 
Buddhism  had  never  obtained,  for  be  it  remern 
bered  that    Buddhism  in  the  old  days  was  a 

topic  for  philosophers,  priests  and  scholars,  the 
superstition  of  the  aged  and  the  ignorant, 
while  Shintoism  was  merely  synonymous  with 
certain  rites  and  ceremonies. 

Modern  Japan  still  seems  to  retain  some- 
thing of  the  discipline  which  characterized  old 
Japan.  In  the  Meiji  era  the  emperor  became 
its  pivot.     But  even  that  pivot  has  now  been

A  STUDY  OF  COAL  WITH  THE  X-RAY. 


The  X-ray,  among  its  other  services  to  var- 
ious kinds  of  analyses,  now  bids  fair  to  solve 
some  of  the  mysteries  that  have  long  puzzled 
students  of  the  formation  and  constitution  of 
coal.  Radiography,  we  are  told  by  Cosmos 
(Paris,  August  i),  abstracting  an  article  from 
L/Echo  des  Mines,  has  recently  been  used  to 
investigate  the  law  of  distribution  of  ash  in 
coal.     Says  the  paper   named   above : 

"There  are  two  or  three  kinds  of  ash  in 
coals;  first,  the  foreign  matter  carried  by  the 
wind  or  the  rain  into  the  forests  that  gave 
rise  to  the  coal.  Next  there  is  the  mineral 
matter  that  forms  part  of  living  plants.  Fin- 
ally, there  is  generally  more  or  less  mineral 
matter  due  to  the  formation  of  new  com- 
pounds by  the  decomposition  of  the  first  two 
kinds  of  ash.  The  examination  of  coal  with 
the  X-rays  will  probably  lead  to  a  possible 
distinction  between  these  three  forms  of  aah, 
and  will  thus  contribute  to  throw  light  on  the 
formation   of  veins."

Vast  tracts  of  land  in  Lower 
Egypt  became--so  swamped,  during  f loodtimc 
particularly,  that  nothing  could  grow.  For  a 
long  time  past  the  government  had  intended 
to  construct  drainage  works,  but  tacked  the 
energy  to  undertake  such  a  huge  scheme.  Vfith 
his  usual  deter  ruination  to  do  things  when  he 
deems  them  necessary,  Lord  Kitchener  ordered 
the  scheme  to  be  studied  and  reported  on,  and 
then  the  fiat  went  forth  that  the  project 
should  be  accomplished^  Two  of  the  largest 
provinces-r&harbieh  and  Behera — will  now  be 
saved  these  annual  losses*  and  next  year  two 
others— Sharkieh  and  Dakahlieh-r-will  follow 
suit.  By  this  operation  some  2,000,000  acres 
of  land  will  be  brought  under/cultivation,  and 
something  like  £3,000,000  will  be  added  to  the 
government's  annual  revenue.  .£

Consequent!)'  savings  banks  were 
started  in  every  town,  village  and  hamlet  in 
the  provinces,  and  governors  were  told  to  in- 
struct the  people  as  to  the  benefits  of  savings 
banks.  This  was  done,  and  the  huge  success 
which  followed  showed  the  merits  Of  the  pro- 
ject.

Perhaps  nothing  ha-  contributed  more  to- 
wards the  poverty  of  the  "fellah"  and  his  utter' 
dependence  on  others  than  the  cruel  system 
of  usury  which  is  rife  in  Egypl  ami  especially 
in  the  provinces.  Improvident  and  wasteful, 
the  "fellah"  has  always  needed  the  cash  of  the 
usurer,  who  d'd  not  hesitate  to  extract  the  most

advantageous  term-  possible.  Money  was 
given,  and  is  still  given,  at  30,  40,  50  and  100 
pet  cent  ;  in  some  cases  the  percentage  is  even 
higher.  The  usurer  is  generally  the  village 
grocer,  or  a  Jew  who  travels  about,  or  a 
Greek.  Usually  money  is  advanced  on  the 
farmer's  crops,  which  are  sold  at  the  cheapest 
markets  in  order  to  pay  the  creditor. 
Rescue  from  Usurers 

The  condition  of  the  "fellah"  was  becoming 
gradually  more  hopeless  and  intricate:  His 
land  was  often  sold  to  clear  his  debt.  Thus  a  v 
vast  number  of  small  landholders  became  dis- 
possessed of  their  only  means  of  subsistence. 
Fortunately  for  Egypt,  Lord  Kitchener  imme- 
diately grasped  the  situation.  The  best  se- 
curity the  usurer  had  was  the  farmer's  land; 
once  tell  him  that  this  was  no  longer  available 
as  4  security  and  he  would  moderate  his  terms 
and  become  more  careful  in  lending  out  bis 
money.  Consequently  the  "five-acre"  law  was 
passed,  which  declares  the  last  five  "acres"  of 
any  landlord  inalienable  for  debt.  Thus  no 
longer  will  a  usurer  force. a  farmer  to  sell  his 
last  five  acres  or  a  fraction  of  these. 

And  last,  but  not  least,  in  the  list  of  re- 
forms are  the  new  district  tribunals  which  have 
been  created  all  over  the  country  in  order  to 


facilitate  the  administration  of  justice  and  save 
the  "fellah"  the  worry  and  expense  of  coming 
up  to  the  "centre"  of  jurisdiction.  The  "can- 
tonal tribunals"  will  be  administered  by  the 
notables  of  the  country — a  sort  of  country 
squire  class — who  by  virtue  of  their  social  po- 
sition command  the  trust  and  respect  of  their 
fellow-men.  Besides  saving  the  "fellah"  time 
and  expense  the  cantonal  tribunals  will  be  in 
a  better  position  to  decide  local  questions  on 
the  spot  than  the  courts  situated  far  away  in 
the  towns  or  capitals  of  the  provinces.  Of 
1  course  the  new  judges  will  have  to  learn  much 
in  Order  to  be  able  to  perform  their  duties  fair- 
ly and  satisfactorily.  But  it  is  believed  that 
responsibility  will  bring  with  it  honesty  and 
singleness  of  purpose.

Times  of  recent  date.  Together  with,  the 
memorandum  explaining  the  reasons  for  his 
signature  of  the  bill,  of  which  we  gave  a  tele- 
graphic summary  on  Monday,  it  may  be  taken 
as  the  best  defence  which  Mr.  Taft  and  his  ad- 
visors have  been  able  to  make  of  that  measure 
in  its  actual  shape.  As  we  gave  the  text  of 
the  material  sections  of  the  law  yesterday,  and 
trie  memorandum  does  not  appear  to  add  any- 
thing that 'is  relevant  to  the  message,  the  pub- 
lic are  now  in  a  position  to  form  their  own 
judgment  upon  the  measure,  and  upon  the/of- 
ficial apology  for  the  provisions  which  are  in 
controversy  between  this  country  and  the  Unit- 
ed States.  No  time  has  been  lost  since  the  text, 
of  the  law  reached  London  in  taking  steps  to 
have  that  controversy  determined  in  the  ap- 
propriate way.  Renewed  representations  have 
been  made  to  the  state  department,  as  we  an- 
nounced yesterday,  by  our  charge  d'affaires, 
stating  that,  while  we  should  give  careful 
consideration  to  the  law,  we  should  talce  pro- 
ceedings to  have  the  matters  in  dispute  re 
ferred  to  The  Hague  tribunal,  in  default  of  a 
satisfactory  settlement  by  diplomatic  means. 
That  is  the  course  which  the  passage  of  the 
law  and  our  subsisting  arbitration  treaty  with 
the  United  States  made  inevitable.  It  will 
meet,  as  a  matter  of  course,  with  the  unani- 
mous approbation  of  British  opinion,  and.  we 
are  glad  to  think,  with  the  equally  strong  ap- 
proval of  a  large  and  influential  body  of  Am- 
erican opinion.  That  any  \mcrican  govern- 
ment should  refuse  to  put  the  preseni  diffei 
CTlces  to  arbitration  under  the  treaty  <>\  100X 
is  a  contingency,  as  we  have  already  said, 
which  wc  decline  to  contemplate.  That  Mr. 
Taft  should  not  eagerly  welcome  a  proposal 
for  the  practical  application  between  the  two 
great  Snglish-Speaking  nations  of  the  principle 
with  which  his  own  name  is  so  closely  and  so 
honorably  associated  seems  to  us  almost  in- 
conceivable. Mr.  Taft,  it  will  be  remembered, 
has  ardently  and  eloquently  defended  not 
merely  the  measure  of  arbitration  for  which 
tin-  treaty  provide.-,  but  arbitration  between 
great  nations  in  the  widest  sense.  Less  than 
two  years  ago  he  was  earnestly  desirous  to 
conclude  a  positive  agreement  with  such  a 
nation,  pledging  the  signatories  "to  abide  the 
adjudication  of  an  international  court  in  every 
issue  which  cannot  be  settled  bv  negotiation, 
no  matter  what  it  involves,  whether  honor, 
territory,  or  money,"  and  he  affirmed  that  the 


conclusion  of  such  an  agreement  would  con- 
stitute "a  long  step  forwarA"    Tfiat  so  great 

an  enthusiast* 'in  the  cause  of  arbitration 
should  shrfrTk-^liggy  arbitration  in  his  own 
cause  would  be  a  triumph  of  a  very  disastrous 
kind  for  the  cynical  critics  of  that  eminently 
American  doctrine.  > 

We  do  not  think,  however,  that  American 
lawyers  of  position  and  repute  would  greatly 
care  to  advance  before  an  international  tri- 
bunal the  arguments  in  defence  of  the  Canal 
Law  upon  which  the  president  relies  in  his 
message  and  in  his  memorandum.  Mr.  Taft 
really  does  not  seem  to  feel  much  confidence 
in  his  own  case,  lie  admits  that  "distin- 
guished lawyers  of  the  house  and  of  the  sen- 
ate" differ  from  the  construction  he "  places 
upon  the  I  lay-l'auncefote  treaty.'  It  would 
have  been  surprising  if  they  did  not;  for  that 
interpretation  is  of  a  kind  which  publicists  .'ire 
not  accustomed  to  gjvc  to  the  express  words 
of  a  solemn  contract  made  for  valuable  con- 
sideration but  a  *y"ew  years  ago.  Mr.  Taft 
so  far  as  words  go,  is  fully  sensible  fif  the 
principles  which  ought  to  govern  the  conduct 
of  a  great  state  in  regard  to  its  internal  i. 
obligations,  lie  impresses  upon  the  houses 
the  need  of  "the  greatest,  care  and  the  ch 
examination  on  our  part  of  our  rights  under 
our  treaties,  with  a  view  to  preserving  na- 
tional honor  and  observing  our  solemn  obli- 
gations." "ft  is,"  he  warns  them,  "of  the 
highest  importance  that  wc  should  avoid  any 
apparent  justification  for  criticism."  lie  has 
but  to  look  upon  the  leading  newspapers  of 
the.  world,  including  more  particularly  those 
of  his  own  country,  to  see  that  he  has  been 
singularly  unsuccessful  in  his  efforts  to  avoid 
it.  There  is  criticism  everywhere,  and  ie.i 
soned  criticism,  of  which,  as  an  accomplished 
jurist  himself,  he  must  feel  the  pertinency  md 
the  weight-.  Numbers  of  Americans  share  the 
inability,  which  th  members  of  bthet  na- 
tions experience)  to  read  the  plain   word-,  of 

the  Isthmian  Canal  Treaty,  promising  the  free 
use.  of  the  canal  to  ".ill  nations"  "on  terms 
of  entire  equality"  otn  of  thai  document. 
Neither  these  Americans  nor  foreigners  can 
see  how  the  pledge  of  'no  discrimination  in 
respect  of  the  conditions  or  charges  of  traffic 
Or  otherwise"  can  be  deleted  by  any  unila- 
teral action  of  the  American  Legislature  or 
the  American  Government.  After  full  exam- 
ination of  the  treaty,  and  of  the  treaty  which 
preceded  it,  Mr.  Taft  thinks,  nevertheless, 
that  "all  nations"  means  all  nations  but  the. 
United  States;  that  "terms  of  entire  equality" 
means  equality  between  foreign  nations  only  ; 
and  that  "discrimination  in  respect  of  charges 
of  traffic  ot  otherwise"  does  ot  mean  discrim- 


ination in  respect  of  tolls  on  American  coast- 
Vvise  shipping*  and,  perhaps,  on  other  Ameri- 
cart^-shippmg.  That,  at  any  rate,  seems  to  be 
the  natural  inference  from  his  conclusion  that 
tib^'-.CSijHHdr--  ':SBi^i^-Jft9li,^  -3ii'\-  lrf!pl|h^l(N)i  of  any 
'treaty  '";'..  \  ;>.-' 

The  thory  seems  to  be  advanced  in  some 
quarters  that,  after  all,  the  Hay-Paunccfote 
treaty  did  not  involve  any  great  sacrifices 
upon  our  part;  that  it  was  in  the  nature  of  a 
"graceful  concession"  by  us,  rather  than  of  a 
firm  bargain,  and  that,  in  fact,  there  was  no 
valuable  consideration  proceeding  from  us  to 
support  it.  It  is  only  necessary  to  refer  to 
the  despatch"  which  Lord  Lansdowne  wrote 
to  Lord  Pauncefote  in  February,  1901,  to  see 
how  utterly  fictitious  and  misleading  this 
theory  is.  In  the  first  Hay-Pauce£ote  draft 
treaty,  to  which  this  document  relates,  we 
agreed  to  modifications  in  the  then  existing 
Clayton-Buhver  ^treaty,  which  were,  on  the 
face  of  them,  highly  valufble.  We  made 
them  at  the  request  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment, as  a  signal  proof  of  our  friendly 
disposition,  and  that  government  expressed 
its  satisfaction  and  its  appreciation  of  our 
motives.  We  gave  up  much;  but  neither  then 
nor  in  the  negotiations  for  the  second  Ilay- 
Pauncefote  treaty,  in  which  we  gave  up  more, 
did  we  ever  dream  of  abandoning  our  rights 
to  the  use  of  the  canal  by  our  trading  ships 
upon  exactly  the  same  terms  as  those  to  be 
enjoyed  by  Americans.  That  attitude  of  ours 
was  understood  and  accepted  in  America  at 
the  time.  When  an  amendment  to  the  first 
1  lay- -Pauncefote  treaty  was  proposed,  pur- 
porting to  reserve  the  right  "to  discriminate 
in  respect  of  the  charges  of  traffic"  in  favor 
of  American  vessels  "engaged  in  the  coast- 
wise trade,"  the  senate  rejected  it.  Xothing 
written  or  said  in  responsible  quarters  on 
either  side  of  the  Atlantic  when  the  treaty- 
was  under  discussion  suggested  that  it  was 
capable  of  the  non-natural  interpretation 
which  Mr.  Taft  now  endeavors  to  fasten  upon 
it.  In  hi>  message  he  makes  the  extraordin- 
ary suggestion  that  foreigners  aggrived  by  thr, 
violation  of  an  international  treaty  on  the  part 
of  the  United  States  should  he  entitled  to  seek 
iiilrc.-s  in  the  United  States  courts.  This  he 
describes  as  'an  earnest  to  the  world  of  our 
good  faith  in  attempting  to  keep  our  treaty 
obligations."  The  suggestion,  we  need  hardly 
Say.  is  wholly  inadmissible  on  every  view  of 
national  and  international  right.

No  Spontaneous  Generation 
Like  most  scientists,  Prof.  Shafer  rejects  j 
the  idea  of  supernatural  intervention  in  the  j 
first  production  of  life  on  this  planet.  Nor  is 
he  more  tolerant  of  the  pseudo  scientific  theory 
that  there  was  spontaneous  generation.  Liv- 
ijng^jBJatter,  he  said,  must  have  owed  its  origin 
to  the  same  causes  which  produced  all  other 
forms  of  matter,  the  non-living  matter  gradu- 
ally becoming  alive.  One  of  his  most  interest- 
ing theories  is  that  the  change  from  non-living 
'to- living  matter,  is  now  going  on  about  us. 
He  saw  no  reason  to  believe  that  at  any  parti- 
cular time  the  world  w-as  more  favorably  di-- 
ppSed  to ^  the  production  of  life  than  at  the 
present  time.  The  change  from  the  non-living 
to  the  living  must  have  occurred  more  than 
once.  What  has.  happened  in  the  past  is  hap- 
pening now.  a^d  Pro^  Shafer  for  one  would 
n^fc  be  astonished  to  find  that  some  scientist 
had  actually  been  present  at  the  very  instant 
when  some  inanimate  object  began  to  "live  and 
breathe  and  h«v*  its  being."— Mail  and  Emv 
pire. 


A  MAN'S   CHARITY. 


A :  New  York  paper  tells  the  following- storj^ 
:r.'of-i:Vrhjit-'ii::'itnown  as  the  "bread  line":  An 
Austrian  came  to  this  country  years  ago  tcf 
Inake  his  fortune.  He  established  a  bakery 
and  restaurant  in  New  York,  and  was  sue* 
ceeding,  when  one  night  he  happened  to  noto 
outside  his  shop  a  man  who  looked  through 
the  cellar  windows  hungrily  where  the  bak* 
ers  were  busy.  The  baker  spoke  to  the  man,' 
found  that  he  had  eaten  nothing  for  hours, 
and  then  taking  him  inside,  gave  him  a  loaf 
^!|f  bread.  The  man  disappeared,  but  next 
night  several  other  men.  accompanied  by  the 
first  one,  appeared  at  the  bakery  door,  and 
again  the  baker  fed  the  hungry.  Thus  the 
famous  bread  line  was  started.  Since  that 
time  no  one  who  has  asked  for  bread  has 
been  turned  away  by  the  baker  or  his  em- 
ployees. Every  night  in  the  week  but  one, 
all  the  year  round,  any  one  who  asks  for  it 
may  have  half  a  loaf  of  bread,  "and  no  ques- 
tions asked." 

The  sociologists  of  New  York  feel  that  this 
charity  sets  a  bad  precedent.  It  is  no  kind- 
ness to  sustain  a  man  in  idleness,  they  sayi 
and  they  protested  strongly  against  the  bread 
line.  The  baker  conten,ded,  however,  that  it 
was  his  privilege  to  feed  hungry  men  if  he 
chose.  Sometimes  money  was  sent  to  aid  his 
philanthrophy,  but  he  always  returned  it. 
This  was  his  own  particular  way  of  helping 
his  fellowmen,  and  he  wished  to  be  allowed 
to  continue  it  in  his  own  way.  The  money 
spent  in  this  way  would  amount  now  to  a 
small  fortune,  it  is  said,  for  the  bread  line, 
beginning  in  1876  with  one  man,  now  counts; 
300  to  500,  and  in  times  of  financial  stress  it 
has  been  even  longer. 

It  is  true  that  in  most  large  cities  there 
are  places  wdiere  any  one  who  is  hungry  can 
get  a  meal,  but  at  these  places  efforts  are  at 
once  put  forth  to  find  work  for  the  applicant 
and  to  re-establish  him  on  a  fair  footing  with 
Society.  Students  of  human  conditions  con- 
tend that  the  highest  charity  is  to  enable  a 
man  to  dispense  with  charity.  At  the  same 
time,  this  story  of  Xew  York's  bread  line  is 
picturesque  and  interesting,  and  also  illum- 
inating as  showing  one  man's  faithfulness  1o 
an  ideal  of  human  service,  to  doing  the  thing 
he  felt  to  be  right.  If  his  actual  deed  is  not; 
one  to  be  everywhere  emulated,  his  spirit  of 
active  service  certainly  if*.  .

Victoria  citizens 
expect,  to  be  proud  of  you  all,  and  hope  that  the  duke, 
Wttg  'Hfll  looiraa  into  tto»  faces  of  children-  in*  many-.- 
cities  of  Canada,  and  in  other  parts  of  the  emplref 
will  be   pleased   with   Victoria's   girls  and  boys. 

Surveyors  have  returned  to  Vancouver  from  Alaska, 
where  for  six  months  they  have-  been  locating  the 
boundary  between  Canada  and  Alaska  from  Porcupine^ 
river  to  the  Arctic  ocean.  The  survey  from  Mount  .St/f. 
Ellas  northwards  is  now  completed.  As  many  of  yoa 
know,  this  lies  along  the  149th  meridian.

that  are  well  dressed  by  accident;  they  are  lot- 
turner  enough  to  happen  upon  £ood  clothes 
HOVi  and  then,  hut  then  they  arc  just  as  likely 
to  fall   in   with  hideous  "lies1 

I!, it  it  iv  in  the  matter  of  renovations  that 
the  undecided  human  of  the  female  sex  suffers 
so  hardly.    Truly,  we  have  all  seen  some  pcr- 

fectly  wonderful  confections  of  the  kind.  Let 
loose  with  a  few  sale  remnants  and  a  little — 
very  little— dressmaker,  perfect  havoc  can  be 
made  with  gowns  that  would  serve  you  and 
me  for  a  couple  of  years.  Renovation  is  one 
thing  and  remodeling  another.  In  the  former
